Paris, March 6.—The Siecle to-day publishes 
aninterview with M. Herbette, the French 
Ambassador to Germany, during the course 
of which the Ambassador said that he 


thought that the French artists in refusing to 


exhibit at the Berlin exhibition, obeyed the 
orders of a few blusterers. It was illogical 
for the artists to exhibit at Munich and Stutt- 
gart and object to exhibiting in Berlin. The 
ex-Empress’ visit to Paris was, perhaps, im- 
prudent, and was undertaken without con- 
sulting any one. M. Herbette denied having 
been sounded in regard to Empress Freder- 
ick’s journey, saying thatthe French Gov- 
ernment was not advised of her intention to 
visit Paris untit the day before she arrived 
there. 

The French Ambassador added that al- 
though he was no advocate of a Franco- 
German alliance, thinking such a thing im- 
possible, he held that every effort ought to 
be made to remove the strain at present ex- 
isting between tlie two countries. M. Her- 
bette warmly praised the Emperor for his

The Liberals and Dilke. 

Wonpon, March 6.—The Liberals are dis- 
gusted, and the Toriesare delighted with 
the revival by Sir Charles Dilke, himself, of 
the old scandal refiectingon his morality. 
People were beginhing toignore the subject, 
and if Dilke had become a candidate inthe 
Forest of Dean, withoutalluding toit, the 
affair would not probably have been men- 
tioned by anybody else. As it is, he has dragged 
the whole disgusting matter tothe attention 
of the public again, which only shows that 
he was in a very dirty mess. Dilke’s friends 
say that he is almost a mono- 
maniac on the subject of the scandal 
which led to his political downfall, so much 
so that it is unpleasant to be in his company. 
When everybody is waiting for some utter- 
ance on public questions from the former 
radical leader, he will suddenly blurt out an 
allusion to the scandal with an averment that 
he is innocent, and he is intent upon proying 
it. When he can be got to talk on otber mat- 
ters he is interesting, as he always was, but 
he insists in getting in the mud. Under the 
«circumstances the Liberal party, through its 
leaders, cowjd not indorse him, with the evi- 
dent understanding that they were also to in- 
dorse his alleged exculpation. 

THE STATEMENT. 

When the electors of the Forest of Dean 
division requested Dilke to stand for Parlia- 
ment Dilke asked that a petition be circu- 
lated among the electors to sign, showing 
that they would give him their support. This 
petition was accompanied by an unsigned 
statement which is known to have come from 
Sir Charles himself. It reopened the famous 
Dilke-Crawford scandal, in which Sir Charles 
was co-respondent. In this statement Dilke 
tried to disprove many of the statements 
made before the Queen’s proctor by Mrs. 
Crawford and brands her as an abandoned 
woman. 


THE DOCKER’S STRIKE. 

LONDON, March 6.—Although the Butte 
Docks claim to be victorious in the struggle 
with the dockers, a considerable number of 
vessels are still blocked at Cardiff, while con- 
tributions pour in for the support ofthe men 
on strike. The Shipping Federation is spend- 
ing large sums of money for free labor at 
Aberdeen and with very little apparent re- 
sult. The free labor men generaliy drop 
away after a day or two, and many are found 
worthless and have to be discharged. Never- 
theless, the Shipping Federation is resolute 
in maintaining its principle that men shall be 
employed irrespective of union affiliations. 


THE FAIR TRADE LEAGUE. 

Lonpon, March 6.—Mr. Vincent’s Fair 
Trade League has been joined bya consider- 
able number of member of the House of Com- 
mons. Among those who have consented to 
act as vice-presidents of the league are Mr. 
Galt of Canada, Mr. Spriggs of South Africa 
and Mr. Vogel of New Zealand. 

THE LATE CARDINAL NEWMAN’S ESTATE. 

Loxpox, March 6.—The late Cardinal New- 
man in his will bequeathed all of his manu- 
seriptsand copyrights of his books to Rev. 
Mr. Nelville; his real and household property 
to Rev. Mr. Pollen, and the whole of the resi- 
due of his possessions to Messrs. Neville, 
Tollen and Bellasis, all of whom are con- 
nected with the Edgebaston Oratory. The 
entire value ofthe late Cardinal’s estate is 
£3,574. 

COTTON SEED OIL CORPORATION. 

Lonpon, March 6.—A number of prominent 
cotton seed ofl merchants, including Messrs. 
Nose, Wilson & Rose; Geo. Soanes, Son & Co.; 
Bevan, Harris & Garrard, and Game, Bowes 
& Co., of this city, have formed a joint stock 
company with a capital of $4,000,000. 

FOUND IN AN ASYLUM. 

LonpDoN, March 6.—A surprising discovery 
has been made at Stratford in the case of 
Mrs. Cathcart, who disappeared from her 
home. She was found in a lunatic asylum, 
where she had been placed by her husband. 
Her estaté, worth $5,000,000, reverts to her 
husband if he can prove herinsane. Her rel- 
atives are seeking the appointment of a com- 
mission to test her sanity. 

FALL IN SCOTCH TRON.

Financial Crisis in Argentine. 
BUENOS AYRES, March 6.—The Argentine 
Government issued a decree yesterday which 
suspends business on the Bourse, in the Cus- 
tom · house and in the banks for two days—to- 
day andto-morrow. This decree was issued 
in view of the disturbed state of trade, the 
financial anxiety prevailing and the general 
feeling of panic which exists in all circles. 
The decree announces that the days 
mentioned are to be 
as holidays, but the local 
for suspension of business is to try to save 
the Provincial Bank, about which so much has 
been said recently, from financial disaster. 
There has been a run on the bank for several 
days, and it is believed that it did not dare to 
open its doors to-day. A syndicate composed 
of 120merchants has arranged a plan by which 
they will lend the Argentine Government the 
sum of $20,000,000. Consequently the Govern- 
ment has decided that no fresh issue of paper 
money will be made and that the tax of 2 per 
cent, recently levied on all deposits in private 
banks, will be abolished. Senor Lopes, the 
Minister of Finance, has resigned. He will 
probably be succeeded by Senor Wirberra. 
INVESTIGATING THE VALUE OF SECURITIES. 
Lonpon, March 6.—The financial article of 
the Standard in referring to a firm reported to 
be embarrassed, says that the support of the 
firm by the trust companies depends on the 
resuits of an investigation now pending, in 
which is involved the delicate question of the 
value of South American securities. 


The Irish Party Troubles, 


LONDON, March 6.—On Wednesday next Mr. 
Parnell will give his evidence before the 
Royal Mining Commission, which will insti- 
tute an inquiry into the matter of mining 
royalties. Next week Mr. Parnell will issue a 
manifesto to Irishmen in America, and will 
for several succeeding Sundays address meet- 
ings in Ireland. 

SIR JOHN POPE HENNESSY. 

DUBLIN, March 6.—Letters have been writ- 
ten by Sir John Pope Hennessy to priests and 
other prominent persons in Ireland, claiming 
that he has outbid Mr. Parnell to the extent 
of the'home rule measures which that gen- 
tleman desired. Sir John asserts that his 
position calis for the control of everything, 
including the customs and fiscal systems, 
without which the development of Irish re- 
sources would be retarded. 


The Kaiser's Trip to England. 

BERLIN, March 6.—The Kaiser attended a 
court concert last evening. The Kaiser has 
requested the artist, Herr Saltzmann, who 
accompanied him on his voyages to Russia 
and to Norway, to visit England with him 
this year in order to make studies for pict- 
ures of English naval and other maritime 
scenes. The Kaiser and the Empress wil 
travel in England about the beginning of 
July, as the wedding of Prince Christian’s 
daughter and Prince Albert of Anhalt is fixed 
forthe 7th of that month. The Kaiser will 
probably visit the Forth Bridgeand some 
leading English manufacturing counties. 

THE CONSERVATIVE PRESS. 

BERLIN, March 6.—The Conservative press 
does not take kindly to the Kaiser’s utter- 
ances in favor of working people, and while 
most of the journals on that side preserve 
silence, others, like the Cologne Gazette, mut- 
ter their opposition in language more or less 
obscure.

AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA. 

BERLIN, March 6.—A good deal of uneasi- 
ness is felt in Berlin over the evident signs of 
cordiality between Russia and Austria. Itis 
claimed that the autograph letter sent by 
the Kaiser to the Czar, through the Arch- 
duke Ferdinand, was nothing morethana 
friendly invitation to the Russian imperial 
family to visit Austria and contained no ref- 
erence to politics. But advices from Vienna 
leave no doubt that the impression there 18 
that Russia is no longer to be considered asa 
waiting foe, while there is but little doubt in 
Berlin thatan understanding exists between 
the twoempires. This is making Germany 
all the more anxious to cement the Triple Al- 
liance and negotiations to that effect are be- 
ing earnest] ypushed at Vienna and Rome. 


Monarchism in France. 


PARIS, March 6.— Senator Bochler, the pri- 
vate advisor of the Comte de Paris, pro- 
poses to resign that function. It is alleged 
that ill health is the cause of the Senator’s 
action, but it is believed his real reason is 
that he is finally convinced that monarchism, 
so far as France is concerned, is in a mori- 
bund condition. 

RACE MEETING OFF. 

PARIS, March 6.—The Figaro to-day says that 
itis probable that the owners of race horses 
will not take part in the proposed meeting on 
Sunday next, and that those races wili conse- 
quently collapse. 


The Austrian Elections. ; 


VIENNA, March 6.—Among the most serious 
and significant of the defeats sustained by 
the old Czech party in the Austrian elections 
was the failure of their distinguished and 
venerable leader, Dr. Rieger, to secure re- 
election. Itis believed that he will now re- 
tire from politics. Im this, their first cam- 
paign, the Social Democrats failed to secure a 
single seat.

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STILL IN POWER. 
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The Conservatives Successful in the 
Canadian Parliamentary Elections. 


NOVA SCOTIA CLAIMS THE CREDIT OF 
SAVING PREMIER MACDONALD. 


Large Gains Made by the Liberals and the 
Government Majority Greatly Reduced 
—Probable Reconstruction of the Cabi- 
net—A Few Districts to Be Heard From 
—Sir John’s Son Hugh Elected. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 6.—The .Govern- 
ment’s big ‘majority has been practically 
swept out ofexistence, The returns of yes- 
terday’s polling show altogether 107 Conserv- 
vaties and 106 Liberals elected, with three 
constituencies yet to be heard from and four 
elections to be held later. The Liberals have 
polled a large majority of the popular vote

Columbia, who are ready to support any 
party gaining power. Four members of the 
Cabinet, Colby, President of the Council; 
Foster, Finance Minister; Caron, Minister of 
Militia, and Carling, Minister of Agriculture, 
have been defeated, so that a general recon- 
struction ofthe Cabinet will be necessary. 
It is hinted that Sir John Macdonald may re- 
sign and allow Tupper to form @ new min- 
istry. 
TORONTO, Ontario, March 6.—The Empire 
(Government organ) sums up the result of 
yesterday’s elections as follows: 


Conservatives elected, 125; Reformers elected, 83; 
majority for the Conservatives, 42, with seven seats 
to hear from, from which five at the last election re- 
turned Conservatives. 


The World (Government paper) claims a 
majority of thirty-nine for the Government. 

The Mail (Independent) gives the Govern- 
ment @ majority of twenty-six, while the 
Globe (Opposition) says that the majority for 
the Government throughout the whole coun- 
try will not exceed twenty. Commenting on 
ths election the Empire says: 

The issue was momentous. The Government was 
assailed witha bitterness almost unprecedended in 
our politics. By calling in foreign aid the Opposition 
leaders leant themselves to a disgraceful attempt to 
subvert the independence of Canada and to overturn 
British rule on this continent. The plottings and 
schemings were worked out under the guise of a se- 
ductive commercial policy. The electors were asked 
to believe that simply a business proposition was be- 
fore them for acceptance or rejection, and most stren- 
uous efforts were made, extending over several 
years, to catch the sympathy of the people and 
delude them into trusting the enemies of their coun- 
try. Canada gave her answer to this despicable 
movement yesterday when it rejected the foreign 
plotters and their Canadian allies and sustained by a 
decisive majority the policy and administration 
which have made this conntry streng, prosperous 
and self-respecting. Canada's reply to annexation- 
ists and traitors, veiled or unveiled, is that she 
despises them and rejects their propositions with 
scorn, and that public men who associate themselves 
with treasonable intrigue need look for no quarter at 
the hands of an indignant electorate. The govern- 
ment of Sir John Macdonald has been triumphantly 
vindicated inthe face of the world. The policy of 
unrestricted reciprocity or annexation has received 
its quietus, and the old flag, old leader and old policy 
have received such an indorsement from the electors 
of Canada as to sweep into oblivion their detractors 
and foes. 

The World says that a number of border 
counties of Ontario have defeated the Gov- 
ernment candidates and to this extent the 
Annexationists may claim some gains. 
Otherwise the Opposition has little to boast 
of as before another session is over Jir John 
will have a majority of forty at least. Before 
another general election is held the Wiman 
fad will have passed away forever. The net 
result of the campaign is that Canada’s loyal- 
ty has been vindicated, disruptionists and 
annexationists have met with little encour- 
agement, and that the old man will continue 
to do business at the old stand with nearly 
the same majority. 

The Mail says: 

Taking the election asa whole it willbe a disap- 
pointment to both sides. To the Liberals because 
the headway they have made in Ontario and Quebec 
has been nullified by the actionof the electorate 
elsewhere; and to the Government because it did not 
sweep the country. The Ministerialists, however, 
should be pleased they got off so well. Unbiased re- 
ports from various constituencies during the later 
days of the campaign certainly pointed to an impend- 
ing rout 

The Globe says: 

The prospect before the Government is not an in- 


viting one. It has been terribly weakened at the’ 


polls. The Premier's reckless speeches have de- 
stroyed any hope of its obtaining any relaxation of 
the United States’ tariffin our behalf, and have cre- 
ated an irritation in the minds of our neighbors which 
may produce evil fruit for us before long. Every 
branch ofindustry is prostrated, and without much 
exaggeration America, the foundation stone of all, 
may be said to be nearing its last gasp. Under these 
conditions the administration cannot possibly sur- 
vise. But the Liberals are by no means eager to 
assume control. The responsibilities and dangers of 
the situation are so imminent and so great that wére 
it not their bounden duty to save the country if they 
can they would be well content to let the Togies rule 
until the deluge arrives.

BOTH PARTIES AMAZED. 

The W as well as the Liberals are 
amazed, the former at the large majority 
which their candidates rolled up, and the 
other side at their crushing defeat in yester 
day’s election in this constituency. The 
country seems ripe for unrestricted reciproct- 
ty, on which the Liberals made their stand, 
but the word loyalty, which was imported 
into the campaign, proved sufficient to un- 
dermine thé Liberals. The old flag was 
flaunted opposite the stars and stripes, each 
bearing mottoes appealing to prejudice. 
Children took it up in the schools and voted 
forthe two parties, and many ladies were 
seen in the streets wearing the 
Tory blue ribbon. The Liberals 
lost, too, in a number of seceders, 
who had gone out from them last winter 
when elections were held for the provincial 
Legislature. The question uppermost then— 
the appointment of Hon. P. J. Ritchie to the 
police magistracy—was carried into the pres- 
ent contest tothe disadvantage of the Lib- 
erals. 

The Sun concedes that it had assistance 
from former Liberal’. Of the result the Sun 
says that Canada has expressed its opinion of 
the foreign policy called unrestricted : reci- 
procity, of the party which imported the 
policy and of the Government which 
stands for the integrity, honor and in- 
terests of the Union. Boston is not to 
be the chief Canadian seaport; Canadians 
have not yet discovered that annexation is 
the manifest destiny of the country. On 
the contrary the Dominion‘is still to retain 
control of tts own affairs and the Government 
of Sir John Macdonald has authority to treat 
on honorable terms with the neighboring re- 
public. 

The Telegraph (Liberal) ays: 

It is doubtfal ifthe majority knew or cared much 
about what the consequences will be. They were 
blinded to the real issue by sensational appeals to 
their loyalty. Few seemed to realize what reci- 
procity meant in its bear on the weal or woe of 
St. John.

SALINGER’S. “VICTIM. 


The Funeral of Poor Misguided Isador 

Frauenthal To- Da xy. 

THE DIARY OF A MAN WHOSE STUDY 
WAS SELF, 


A Daily Record Which Shows That Ernest 
Salinger Was a Misanthrope of the 
Most Pronounced Kind—Some of His 
Poems—His Proficiency in Hypnotism 
—Most Interesting Introspection. 

The relatives of Isidor Frauenthal do not 


believe that he took his own life. Bernard, a 
brother of the deceased, arrived from Cin- 


einnati this morning with the remains and 


they were immediately removed to the family 
residenc® at 1512 Lafayette avenue, 
The brother returned with the well 
defined idea that his brother did 
not commit suicide, but was shot by Salinger. 
This impression has been created by the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the sad affgir. The 
question that is most important to the family 
is whether or not he took his own life. To 
the scientific world, the most interesting 
feature is whether or not Salinger really had 
such a terrible influence over another human 
being as to compel the victim to commit sui- 
cide, There are arguments for both sides. 
The signing of the farewell has not 
yet been explained, nor has the apparent 
preparation for the commission of the

act with Frauenthal’s apparent knowledge 
and consent. But the brother who was upon 
the scene has come tothe definite conclusion 
that his brother was murdered. There are 
also circumstances in favor of this view that 
can be construed but one way, and that is 
that young Frauenthal had no notion what- 
ever of committing suicide when he wrote his 
mother the letter which was received the 
morning his brains were blown out bya pistol 
shot. At 1:300’clock in the morning of Wednes- 
day last Isidor Frauenthal was lying dead in 
his room at Cincinnati, whilein St. Louis 
nearly eight hours afterwards a letter from 
him was being read by his parents, who did 
not once imagine that sucha terrible thing 
had happened to their son. 
NO POSSIBLE MOTIVE. 

ns Coroner’s inquest in Cineinnat: did not 
settle even tothe mind of the man who con 
ducted it that it was a double suicide.. The 
only facts which tended to- 
wards such a  coftclusion were that 
every preparation fof the perpetration 
of the dark deed had been made in advance, 
and that there was a letter found, signed by 
both of the young students, tellmg how their 
parents should be notified. Experts in pen- 
manship pronounced the writing either the 
same as that of Frauenthal’s, or else a splen- 
did imitation. 

THE INTERMENT TO-DAY. 

In the parlor at the Frauenthal home this 
morning there was a sad gathering. Friends 
of the unfortunate boy had come to take one 
last look at his pale, lifeless face. Dr. Son- 
neschein stood sadly by, his right arm resting 
upon the mantel-piece, his eyes cast down, 
excepting when he would steal a quiet glance 
atthe young boy whom he regarded with 
such pride. His every action was eloquent 
with the grief that he felt for his protege. At 
10 o’clock the _ agrief-stricken mother and 
father came into the parlor, lean- 
ing heavily upon the arms. - of 
the elder sons. There was not a dry eye in 
the whole assemblage. Dr. Sonneschein, in 
a few beautiful, well-chosen words, spoke of 
the death that had come so suddenly, unex- 
pectedly and terribly. At10:30the remains 
were put into the hearse and, followed bya 
long line of carriages, the funeral procession 
started for Mount Sinai Cemetery.

THE CURIOUS DAILY RECORD OF A MAN WHOSE 
STUDY WAS 8ELF. 


The diary kept by the man who is supposed 
to have exercised such an awful influence 
over young Frauenthal, is a novel piece of 
literature. It bears the following preface: 

“Private journal of Ernest -_— er, lovingl 
dedicated — my dear friend, Hen re Landauer : A 
March 8, 1891. 

**Begun in the year 1890, March 5. 

„Solon was a wise man. If he had died without 
having said more than the short sentence I am about 
to use, that sentence alone would have made him 
one: ‘Know thyself.’ How short, and yet how pro- 
found! Thou art right, Solon. To know thyself 
one’s self is to know all. Yet who knows him- 
self? Who knows all? I, for one, do not. Vet 1 
would love to—aye, with all my heart I wishI knew 
myself. What I love I try to fathom. I love myself 
better than all the things I know of, and yet hitherto 
I have never tried to understand myself. I am my 
sun, my moon, my heaven and my hell. Yet Iam not 
their master. When I wish the sun, the moon shinés. 
The fires of my hell seem to be kept aglow by the 
angels of my heaven. From to-day on I will keep a 
close record of my thoughts, feelings and deeds. 
Nothing shall be withheld. No doubt this will be a 
book of contradictions, yet it will be I. Is will 
breathe the airI breathe. It will feel the emotions 
I feel. It will live while I live, and with me it shall 
come to a close. 

This is the method I adopt to know myself. 

**I may slip and stumble on my lonely road and die 
before reaching what I long to grasp, yet I will have 
tried. What son of nature can do more? 

„At my death this record will naturally fall into 
the hands of another owner. One word to him: 

‘* Friend or foe! 

**Bethink you well before you either praise or con- 
demn. Ihaveleftyou. Neither will : 
speak for your sake. 
much. Put yourself in my place, 
would judge yourself, and the lesson that these 
of truth have taught me will also be taught . 


In the early pages of this remarkable book 
of introspection he summarizes 
his birth in Philadelphia, 9 15 a 
1890.

He frequently ap- 
pears at concerts in Philadelphia, and with 
much success. All the time he is actively 
pursuing his studies. He grows despondent 
and writes: 

Whenever I reason in this strain I am powerless. 
All my will power leaves me and I sit an inert mass. 
No matter how hard I work or how well I succeed, I 
am not satisfied with myself. I play a violin solo and 
the audience applouds. Ido mind-reading and all 
are startled at my power. I hypnotize, and those 
who see it almost cringe before me. Is all this ap- 

robation? Yes. My nature is not satisfied with 

at. I want something more. Yet what is that 
something? Win lever flnd it? Must Igo through 
life to find my noblest efforts end in malcontent? 

Others may be content, but I—I feel it. I know it. 
Ishall never be happy. The diamond glittering in 
uncertain space far, far beyond me, is mine at last. 
My fingers close upon it. I hold it in my grasp. It’s 
mine. Now, now, I willbe happy! One close look 
and all is over. My diamond is paste, always paste. 

He makes frequent reference to a poem 
which he sent tothe Lippincotts for publica- 
tion, and which is as follows: 


Flying, Ever Flying. 
Two birds are on their winged flight, 
The one, majestic in his might, 
Is soaring swift on pinions ght. 
His fellow, weak and with a strain, 
Unmindtul of her ceaseless pain, 
Flies side to side and leaves no gain.

From his comments, Salinger was evidently 
a close reader of Schopenhauer, Hartman, 
Taubert and other deep thinkers. At the 
same time, he assumed a jovial humor, 
which found vent in contributions to well- 
known funny papers of New York. He fre- 
quently mentions recelving welcome letters 
from Stella Kramer, and regrets that he will 
not be able to board at her house when he 
returns to Cincinnati. 

He writes in April the following short 
poem:

Salinger refers to an organic ailment which 
gave him great annoyance and required sur- 
gical treatment. He also refers to his pro- 
ficiency in phrenology and interesting exper- 
iments. Hegives anelaborate description 
of his cousin Esther’s marriage and the sup- 
per at Delmonico’s. An interesting chapter 
is devoted to some experiments he made with 
hypnotism and mind-reading in Philadelphia, 
putting the subjects completely under his 
control, 

On this subject he writes: 

They were all very much afraid of me. I am 
thoroughly convinced of my powers as a hypnotist. 

Later on he alludes to more experiments 
more difficult than those he had hitherto tried 
and which he performed very successfully. 

He speaks of his arrival in Cincinnati in 
August of last year and meeting,Dr. Wise and 
other prominent Israelites to whom he had 
letters. He speaks of the severe examina- 
tion he underwent. He meets a student 
named Max Lufcowitch, who introduces him 
to a wonderful mind-reader. 

He then says: 

The professor astonished me, and in the evening I 
hypnotized Albert and madé him perform some 
wonderful things. 

Shortly after his arrival Salinger called on 
Prof. Beall, and makes mention of their talks 
on phrenology. Meantime he is studying 
hard. He skips the diary from Oct. 19 to Nov. 
15. The next entry is on March s (last Tues- 
day), when he writes: 

HIS LAST ENTRY. 

It has been a long time since I wrote in this, the 
record of my life, and now once more and for the last 
time I take up my pen to bid you farewell. When I 
began some time back I hardly thoughtin so brief a 
lapse of time I should be called upon to close up my 
account, but such, alas! is the state of 
the case. I have determined that this day 
shall be my last on earth, and to-night I 
leave for parts unknown. When I leok back on these 
tablets of my life I see manv a fault ahd many a wrong, 
yet I have the supreme satisfaction of feeling 
that, even though I erred at times, my actions were 
always prompted by what I considered to be right. I 
have tried to live as uprightly asmy powers have 
permited, and with that assurance I feel satisfied to 
meet my Creator. The thought of my parents’ 
grief has long deterred me from taking my life, 
but now, with a raging brain and a body racked 
with never ceasing pains, I take consolation 
in the thought that they would rather have me 
dead than to have me as I am. May they, 
too, take consolation in this thought, and may 
they feel that though my departure was sudden and 
unexpected, it was for the best. May the all-loving 
Father, to whom I can commend my soul, have 
mercy on all my loved onesin their sorrow, and help 
them bear their grief with fortitude. 

To you, my beloved Henty I, have in- 
trusted the disagreeable task of informing my loved 
ones. A man of your character need not be told how 
to act in such an emergency, for all you ever did was 
well done. To you, as the best friend I leave be- 
hind me, I intrust this record as a token of the 
heartfeltlove I bear you. Ask my dear family to for- 
give me, Henry, and know that even though he is 
dead you are aiding your friend.

JOHN OSCAR TURLINGTON HANGED AT BOON- 
VILLE, M0., THIS MORNING. 


The Brutal Murder of Sheriff Thos. O. 
Oranmer Legally Avenged. 


A BRIEF FAREWELL ADDRESS TO THE 
SPECTATORS BY THE MURDERER. 


Turlington Meets His Terrible Fate Calmly 
—His Life and Crimes—Shakspeare 
Reeves Hanged at New Castle, Del.— 
Louis Bulling Respited—Holden and 
Dunham Saved From the Gallows— 
Their Sentence Commuted. 


BOONVILLE, Mo., March 6.—John Oscar Tur- 
lington spent a quiet day in his cell yester- 
day under the watchful care of W. H. Gal - 
braith, the day death watch. He recetved 
a numder of callers, among them Rev. 8. F. 
Norfleet of the Methodist Church South, who 
is convinced of Turlington’s sincere repent- 
ance. Heread the Bible with the minister

and talked with him a iong time. After Mr. 
Norfleet was gone Turlington amused himself 
drawing pictures. One of his efforts was a 
skull and cross- bones. 

The gallows was erected during the day. It 
is a rough platform about ten feet high, two 
standards nineteen feet high, and a crose- 
piece between them from which the rope 
depends. Itis a very primitive man-killer, 
even for a gallows, « 

At 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon Sheriff 
Hornbeck—the successor in office of Sheriff 
Cramer whom Turlington killed—read the 
death warrant to Turlington in his cell. The 
Sherif? was accompanied by Corner Hurt, 
the minister Mr. Norfleet, W. 8. Shirk, Tur- 
lington’s attorney,and several reporters. The 
comdemned man listened tot quietly. He 
said he did not expecta reprieve, but ex- 
pected to die as the warrant required. A 
stockade was built about the gallows, 20x30 
feet and 18 feet high, to shield the execution 

from the view of the crowd. Turlington saw 
the men at work on this while exercising in 
the jail coridor, and requested permisison to 
look atthe gallows. He was taken to the 
window and looked atthe timbers with no 
show of emotion. Hesaid when asked what 
he wanted done with his body tha the did 
not care. 
THE EXECUTION. 

The execution had awakened that degree of 
interest always incident to such an event and 
from 8 o’clock until after the hanging the 
streets in the vicinity of the jail were 
thronged with curious people who found little 
that was tangible for the gratification of their 
curiosity. Many werethe requests and en- 
treaties for permits to witness the execution, 
but only about forty were deemed by 
Sherif! Hornbeck to be legally authorized 
spectators. During the interval of waiting 
the Post-DISPATCH correspondent learned 
that the prisoner had slept well during the 
night, and ate his last meal at midnight. At 
9:45 Sheriff Hornbeck called the roll of jurors, 
J. J. Devine, D. ©. Oulp, J. T. Thel- 
man, 8. M. Orockett, W. E. Arnold, T. 
L. Walker, W. B. Windsor, Ww. . McKinley, 
Dryden Starke, Frank Reeves, T. V. Hickox 
and Joe Combs, formed them in line and 
placed the reporters and physicians in their 
respective positions. The official physicians 
were Drs. Teele, Dresel, Cooper, Holman and 
Borman. At 9:56 the murderer of 
Sheriff Thomas C. Cranmer came 
from his cell and ascended the seventeen 
steps to the fatal instrument of death to pay 
the awful penalty of his crime. The scene 
was awe-inspiring, and every facein the as- 
sembly wore a blanched and sympathizing 
expression. The doomed man, with 
Bible in hand and in company with Rev. 
L. P. Norfleet, his spiritual adviser, 
stepped to the railing and said in a firm and 
solemn voice: 

Well, friends, I have nothing to say at all, but I 
wish you all well and may God be with you. 

There was no lengthy leave-taking of rela- 
tives as there was not one present. He was 
then led to the fatal trapandthe noose and 
black cap were adjusted by Deputy Sheriff 
Rimel, while Sheriff Hornbeck pinioned his 
arms and legs. Rev. Worfleet then read from 
the Bible: 

For God so ioved the world that He gave His only 
begotten son, that whomseever believed in the Him 
might not perish, but have everlasting life.’’ 

In company with the Minister Turlington 
repeated the Lord’s Prayer ina firmand im- 
pressive voice. The word ‘‘amen’’ Was pro- 
nounced at 10:02 o’clock and as near coinci- 
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was alone in the jail. When the time came 
to lock up the prisoners in their cells, Turl- 
ington drew a revolver just as in 
serted the key in the lock of his cell door. 
The Sheriff quickly drew his pistol and the 
men exchanged shots, Cranmer being 
wounded and dying the next day. Turling- 
ton was captured by a posse a few miles from 
Boonville, At the trial it was shown that a 
simple-minded lad named Hensley, confined 
in the jail for a minor offense, had, after his 
release, secretly passeda revolver to Turl- 
ington through the window of his cell. 
Turlington was convicted of murder in the 
first degree and sentenced to be hanged on 
Sept. 17. The case was taken on appeal to 
the Supreme Court. Rendered impatient by 
the delay incident to the appeal, the 
citizens of Cooper County began to talk of 
lynching, and this coming to Turlington’s 
knowledge, he determined to escape rather 
than become a victim of the advocates of 
lynch law. Finding that circumstances 
favored him in his design, he, on the night of 
Nov. 1, made his escape from the jail. As 
soon as it was known that he was at large a 
posse was organized and started after the 
fugitive. Fora week a strict search was con- 
tinued, but Turlington could not be found, 
A BOLD BREAK—RECAPTURED. 

On Nov. 12, however, the welcome tidings 
was received at Boonville that the murderer 
had been caught in Kentucky. It was known 
that the man had many relatives and friends 
in the State, and that officers of every small 
town had been notified to be on the watch. 
The rewards, amounting to over $1,300, were 
enough te put every man on his guard and 
Turlington was placed behind the bars at 
Caseyville, Ky. The Boonville authorities 
could hardly believe their good. fortune when 
first apprised of the arrest. A little later, 
however, came a telegram as follows: 

A. Hornbeck, Sheriff, Boonville, Mo.: 

Jam captured. Please ask your Deputy Sheriffs 

and officers to have me protected from the mob. 
JOHN OSCAR TURLINGTON. 

Sheriff Hornbeck at once went to Jefferson 
City and obtained the proper requisition pa- 
pers. He then went to Frankfort, Ky., to 
have the papers honored. His deptuty, W. L. 
Spaher, started direct to Caseyville to hold 
the prisoner until Hornbeck’s arrival. It ap- 
pears, however, that Turlington’s captors 
became alarmed that they would lose 
the reward if they let their prisoner 
go out of their hands and having obtained 
Turlington’s censent started with the man to 
Boonviile. At Evansville, Ind., they en- 
countered Spaher, who demanded the pris- 
oner. He had no papers, however, and was 
refused. Spaher then came on with the Ken- 
tucky men to this State. 

After being returned to jail Turlington once 
more escaped, but was captured when he got 
to Otterville, only thirty-fiVe miles from 
Boonville. 

On Jan. 2 last the Supreme Court rendered 
its decision, sustaining the decision of the 
trial court and fixing the date of the execu- 
tion for to-day, 


Shakespeage Reeves. 

‘NEw CASTLE, Del., March 6.—Shakespeare 
Reeves, alias Jacob Sharkey, was hanged in 
the jail here at 10:50 this morning. The crime 
for which Reeves suffered the death penalty 
was a felonious assault committed upon little 
Grace Clark, a white girl of 11 years, near 
New Castle, on Sunday, Sept. 28, 1890. Reeves, 
who was employed by the girl’s father, de- 
coyed his victim in the barn and maltreated 
her so that for several days her condition was 
critical. Upon learning of the deed Mr. 
Clark, with some neighbors, started 
after Reeves. They did not come up with 
him until the second day, when having pene- 
trated to his hiding place not 
far from New Castle, Clark, whowas in ad- 
vance, leyeled a double-barreled gun at the 
negro and pulled the trigger, but the weapon 
missed fire, Before he could doany more 
the others came up, restrained the father 
and took the negro into custody. He was 
tried at the November term, found guilty and 
sentenced to death. Since sentence Reeves 
has shunned visitors, seeing only his spir- 
itual advisers every day, he having a blanket 
over the door of his cellto escape the gaze of 
other visitors. But this was finally taken 
down bythe jail officials, and the outside 
wooden door of his cell closed to give him the 
privacy he sought. 


Bulling Respited. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 6.—Louls Bulling, 
the wife murderer, will not hang to-day. 
Yesterday the Supreme Court met in banc at 
Jefferson City and denied the motion fora 
rehearing, argued on Wednesday. Later in 
the afternoon Gov. Francis granted Bullinga 
respite until April 17. In the meantime the 
Governor willinvestigate and pass upon an 
application for a commutation of sentence to 
life imprisonment. 

BULLING’S CRIME. 

Louis Bulling’s crimeis one that has long 
been the talk of all St. Joseph. On Feb. 10, 
1884, Bulling and a worthless character named 
Wick McOabe, Flora Brown, aged 15, and Em- 
ma McAfee, her sister-in-law, aged 19, were 
taken before City Recorder Dolman for a 
preliminary hearing onthe charge of adul- 
tery. The young people had for months been 
unduly intimate, and on the — — of Feb. 8, 
had run away from home intending to goto 
Kansas City. Instead they took up their 
abode in a deserted house near the old stock 
yards, then the southern limit of the city. 
The girls were missed by their parents and 
were soon found atthe old house. The ap- 
pearance of the quartette before the Recorder 
resulted in a double wedding. McCabe and 
his wife soon dropped out of sight. but 
Bulling and his wife maintained a 
certain amount oi notoriety by frequent 
quarrels. McCabe was killed in East St. Louis 
several years ago by falling from a hotel win- 
dow while asleep. His wife has not been in 
St. Joseph for five years. Bulling and his 
wife parted—rather she left him—and in De- 
cember, 1887, secured work as walter in the 
Herbert House, a fourth- rate hotel. Bulling 
often entreated herto again live with him, 
but she as often refused. At2o’clock on the 
afternoon of Sunday, Feb. 20, 1888, Bulling 
walked into the Herbert House office 
and asked for his wife. He wastold she was 
in her room and at once went back to see 
her. ‘Eavesdropping chambermaids heard 
him ask her to ‘‘come back home’’ and 
heard her flatly refuse. Then he asked for 
his photograph and demanded some articles 
of jewelry he had givenher. ‘‘They are in 
my trunk, she said, and you shall have 
them.’* Atthisthe door swungopen, and 
two girls, Jennie Mack and Lizzie Farrell, 
saw Mrs. Bulling stoop to lift the cover of 
the trunk and also saw Bulling draw a re- 
volver and fire three shots at the defenseless 
woman. Two took effect in the head 
and one in the right breast. 
Any one of the shots would have caused 
almost instant death. Bulling turned to run, 
pursued by the screaming witnesses of the 
tragedy, and was caught in the office by em- 
ployes of the house and held until the police 
arrived. 

Three times he was tried for his life, enter- 
ing a plea of insanity at every trial. The first 
trial resulted in conviction, and at the sec- 
ond, which was held in Audrain County, the 
jury disagreed. At the third a verdict of 
guilty was returned in five minutes, The first 
verdict was reversed by the Supreme Court 
because of an error by the trial judge, Hon. 
F. 8. Winn, acting as special judge. The 
point was technical merely and did not affect 
the facts in the case in any way. 

Bulling, who is 29 years of age, was al- 
ways a bully and a sot. He was raised in St. 
Joseph and in all his career there is not a 
single clean page. His relations flooded Gov. 
Francis with petitions for pardon, but none 
of them were signed by the better class of 
people for the reason that the murder was 
regarded as cold-blooded and unprovoked,

THE MURDER OF HARLEY RUSSELL. 

Harley Russell was shot as he was driving 
home from Monticello on June 21, 1890. Before 
he died the next morning he said ‘‘the 
Holdens did it.“ His wife was with 
him in th wagon and saw the 
man who from * the 
She afterward identified Calvin Holden as 
that man. Russell was a farmer and bad 
taken possession of the place on which he 
died but a short time before the shooting. It 
had previously been tenanted by the Holdens. 
They failed to pay their rent and were put off 
by the owner. The Holdens charged 
that Russell had secured possession by under- 
hand means, and swore to be revenged. 
The family of mother and two sons and their 
hired man, Albert Dunham, were arrested, 
On trial, Mrs. Holden and the younger son 
were given long penitentiary sentences, and 
Calvin Holden and Albert Dunham were sen- 
tenced to hang. 

On the way to the penitentiary Mrs. Holden 
made a ‘‘confession.’’ She said she had 
killed Russell, She had dressed herself ina 
suit of Albert Dunham’s clothes and had 
waited by the road for Russell, fring upon 
him as he drove by. The suit of clothes had 
been found in Mrs. Dunham’s trunk before 
the trial and had been in evidence. 

Her confession was taken down and pre- 
sented to Gov. Fifer to influence him in 
granting pardon or commutation to the con- 
demned men. The Governor did not believe 
her, nor does any one, 

CALVIN HOLDEN. 

Calvin is 22 years old. He was born in In- 
diana, but lived in Pratt County thirteen 
years. His record up to a year ago was good. 
He has always been a farmerandis quite ig- 
norant. 

DUNHAM. 

Dunham is 30 years old. His father lives in 
Macon County, and he lived there most of his 
life. He was a ditcher and farm hand, and 
before going to work for the Holdens spent a 
year in the penitentiary for stealing a watch 
in Decatur. He is unable to read or write, 
being more ignorant than Calvin Holden,

Destruction of a Court-House in Texas—A 
Drill Factory Damaged.

THE CITY OF RICHMOND. 

NEW YORK, March 6.—When the steamer 
City of Richmond burned at her pier here yes- 
terday the first opportunity was afforded for 
use ofthe city’s new fire boat, The New 
Yorker.’’ The flames spread from the vessel 
to the covered pier, setting fire to the roof 
and to bales of waste paper stored under it. 
Between the burning steamerand the burn- 
ing pier all was fire and smoke when the en- 
gines and trucks,summoned by three alarms, 
came to the rescue, followed by the fire boats 
Mills, Havemeyer and New Yorker. It 
was the first fire that the New 
Yorker had ever thrown water on. She 
got there in ten minutgs from Pier A. 
All was blazing when she cameup opposite 
the end of the pier, her whistle wailing like a 
lost soul. While yet a long way out in the 
stream she brought the fire in view. There 
was a movement of the Captain in the pilot- 
house, the men at the standing pipe at her 
bow gave a valve a whirl, and in an instant 
such a stream of water as the people along 
shore never saw before burst from the 412 
inch nozzle. Over the corner of the pier, 
over the hostof the harbor tugs gathered, 
and straight into the heartof the blazing 
mass of woodwork, the stream drove with all 
but irresistible power. It was as large as a 
man’s body where it struck the fire. The 
flaming bulkheads of the cabin went down 
before it like paper, and splintered boards 
were hurled in all directions. It was almost 
as if cannon was battering at the wreck. 
From a position on the port bow the New 
Yorker worked her way slowly into the slip 
among the tug boats until she had literally 
raked the City of Richmond from stem to 
stern. Next she turned her liquid battery on 
the nearest pier shed, tearing the blazing 
roof to pieces and drowning out the fire there 
before the spectators had noticed that she 
had left the steamer but for the instant. Then 
she had to deluge the steamer again, for the 
fire worked up from below almost as fast as 
it was drowned out above. Again and again 
she moved up and down near the side of the 
wreck, turning the flames tosteam as she 
went, only to find it necessary to do the work 
over, and it was not until the woodwork of 
the houses on the deck had been knocked all 
to pieces thatthe firemen were assured that 
all danger of further spreading was Over. 
The New Yorker’s men connecteda dozen 
lines Of small hose and supplemented the 
huge stream from her bow with other nozzles 
24% inches in diameter. Then she brought to 
alongside the wreck and the men carried the 
hose into the ruins to play onthe fire that 
was hidden in the catton bales and about the 
main deck and they were still atitat mid- 
night. 


A BREWERY BURNED, 
LEAVENWORTH, Kan., March 6.—Brandon &

THE STRIKERS RETURN. 


Workmen Returning tothe Beattie Man- 
ufacturing Oo.’s Shops. 


The strike at the Beattie Manufacturing 
Co.’s works, 2206 Pine street, which began 
over six weeks ago, has been ended, 
and the factory is running full force 
as before. The Beattie Manufacturing Co. 
is engaged in making fancy woodwork 
fixtures of all kinds and employs about 100 
men in all its departments. Six weeks ago a 
card was placed in the work-room requesting 
the men to register on going to work and not 
to leave the building without permission 
during the day. This rule applied to piece- 
workers as well as men employed by 
the day. “The men took exception to 
the rules, and on being told they would not 
be changed, the majority of them walked out. 
The fight was kept up by the men nearly a 
month. A member of the firm said this morn- 
lng: We were compelled to make the rule 
on aceount of the time some of the men kept. 
We could not change it. We filled the factory 
with new men and have been running 
without interruption for some time. We have 
not barred our men because they went 
out, but will take them back whenever 
there is room for them. Some of them are 
working at their benches now. I think it 
was a foolish strike, and some of the work- 
men have said so themselves.

A HORRIBLE CRIME. 


Jose Muir, a Half-Breed, Deliberately 
Disembowels a Sleeping Friend. 
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THE BRUTAL MURDERER WANTED TO 
TRY HIS NEW ENIFE. 


Progress of the Trial of Chief Hennessy’s 
Murderers—The State’s Evidence 
Against the Accused Very Strong— 
Politz, the Informer, Going Crazy— 
Other Tragedies. 


SAN Dreco, Cal., March 6.—A story of a 
horrible crime comes from San Quentin, Lower 
California, which ranks among the horrors of 
Nero’s time. On Sunday last Jose Muir, a 
half-breed, made an attempt on the life of 
Filepe Sanchez, who was lying asleep on the 
sidewalk in front of a saloon. Muir came 
along about half drunk and tried to awaken 
the sleeping man. Falling, he opened the 
shirt of Sanchez, and drawinga knife, made 
a motion to disembowel him. He feared the 
job could not be done witha dull knife, for, 
after feeling the edge of the blade, he 
stepped inside and sharpened it 
quite deliberately on a stone, tryin 
it occasionally on his dampened finger an 
then staring at the by-standers, who thought 
he was jesting. He finally secured the proper 
edge,and kneeling by the side of Sanchez 
plunged the blade in the sleeping man’s ab- 
domen, partially withdrew it, ran it over 
against the hip bone, turned the knife and 
forced it uptward as far asthe ribs would 
allow it to go. Muirthen pulled the shirt 
back over the terrible gap, straightened up, 
smilingly nodded to persons around him, 
licked the blood from the blade on one side 
and placed the knife back in the scabbard by 
his side. He was seized by those who wit- 
néssed the crime and placed in custody. 
Sanchez was alive at last accounts. Refer- 
ing to his crime Muir says he was a good 
friend to Sanchez, but wanted to try his 
new knife. He is now ein jail at Ensenada, 


Hennessy’s Murderers. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 6.—The identi- 
fication of the Hennessy murderers 
has been most positive by three or 
four wifnesses. Scaffedi’s ollcloth coat 
has played a leading part in his 
being singled out from among the others. 
Under the various descriptions it has grown, 
like Joseph’s coat, to bea garment of many 
colors. It has been depicted as a yellow coat, 
a rubber coat, an oilcloth coat, a coat with 
white lining and a coat with buttons in front. 
Wednesday the garment was produced in 
court. It turned out to be an oblong piece of 
ollcloth, with black face and white back, 
about 8 feet long by 5 feet wide and without 
fastenings of any kind. 

One ofthe interesting phases of the pro- 
ceedings was the production of the guns 
found on Cypress and Basin streets. The 
route of some of the fleeing murderers has 
already been fixed as being up Basin to Julia. 
Officer Lonregan described some ofthe men 
running down Liberty to Cypress and out 
Cypress. Then the State presented the find- 
ing of the guns, and introduced the guns 
themselves. They proved weapons of a 
foreign pattern, and constructed for as- 
sassination. The barrels were sawed off, 
the stocks worked on hinges, so that the 
already short guns could be folded to half the 
size, andtwoofthese had skeleton handles. 
Such guns could be carried around for days 
without detection. Several of the barrels 
were still loaded, and the charges were large 
enough to penetrate an elephant’s hide. 
Slugs of iron and balls of lead filled up sev- 
eral inches of the steel tube, while just be- 
hind the cap was set ready at the touch of the 
trigger to speed the handful of hall upon the 
mission of death. Expert testimony was 
produced to show that such guns had not 
been on sale here at least for sixteen years, 
and that the shortening of the barrel was not 
the work of gunsmiths proficient in their art. 

The testimony regarding the finding of the 
guns was as follows: 

JOSEPH CATANA, 
a white youth, was called to the stand. He 
is a paper carrier. and was so employed last 
October. Recollects the night the Chief was 
killed. Was living at 4 Bourbon street then. 
His business required him to pass Girod 
street about 5:30in the morning. The morn- 
ing after the Chief was shot he went out with 
another carrier. He got to Girod and Basin 
at 5:300’clock. He found some guns on Basin 


street, near Julia, fifteen feet from Julia, on 


the river side of Basin. He found a short 
double-barreled shotgun right on the out- 
side of the gutter. The street was 
„ and there was water in the

two taps on and both hammers were up, The 
other had two shells in it. 

Witness was then shown several guns which 
he identified. One was a wooden stock gun 
with two short barrels, had shells in it and 
was open. The skeleton stock gun has one 
hammer down. Both hammers were up when 
witness found the gun. The District Attorney 
used the ramrod to show which barrels were 
loaded and the depth of the loads. 
He also asked Sheriff Villere to ex- 
tract the bullets. In the mean- 
time the District Attorney handled the 
wooden stock gun as it was unloaded. Sev- 
eral of the jurors and counsel moved about 
uneasily, and the doubt led to a closer ex- 
amination. The gun was found to be charged 
and the inspection ceased for the time being. 
In the meantime Sheriff Villere brought in the 
charge taken from the first gun, and it was 
made up of a dozen large murderous-looking 
slugs. 

The swivel of the skeleton gun did not catch 
when found, 

John Boyle is also a paper carrier and knew 
the preceding witness, who was helping him 
last October. Knows the chief was shot Oct. 
15. The next morning he and Catana went 
over the same route and passed Girod and 
Basin. He was present when the 
guns were found on Basin street. He 
saw one gun found about twenty feet 
from Julia street, on the river side, Oatana 
found it. It had a skeleton stock. Catana 
gave it to Officer Barrett. 

Patrick Wall, a sharp-featured veteran of 
the street cleaning service, said he is a labor- 
er. In October last he was employed by the 
city and was cleaning out a gutter on Cypress 
between Magnolia and Locust streets. 
Four or five other men were §  pres- 
ent. He found two double-barreled shotguns, 
with short barrels, on the down-town side. 
They were 2 or 24% feet long, more or less. He 
looked at them and then took them to the 
police jailand gave them „ One had a 
wooden stock and the other iron skeleton 
stock. Does not think either stock was 
broken. Would know them again if no others 
ike them were found. He identified two 
guns as similar to those he found. They were 
very rusty and answered to his description. 
Witness said he and Mike Hughes took them 
to the jail, but he does not know what officer 
received them, A man named John Bur- 
goyne found two or three boxes of shots. They 
had cotton on top and buckshot under the 
cotton. He did not Know buckshot from 
cartridge s, but was told they were buckshot. 
He never fired a gun in his life. 

Judge Luzenberg showed him some shells, 
and he said the boxes he saw were some- 
thing like them. 

POLITZ CRAZY. 

When Politz was brought into court this 
morning and taken toa private office of the 
Sheriff, he created a sensation and fell into a 
torrent of rage furiously waving his hands in 
the air and beating his breast. 

Mamma, mamma, my wife, my wife, he 
screamed, and then hethrew himself vio- 
lently ona lounge and cried. He lay there 
for a time, while the two deputies with him 
tried vainly to pacify him and tocheer him 
up. Suddenly he jumped up again and 
once more he tore his hair and 
pleaded for mercy. Then he began 
to act like a raving maniac and it 
required the combined efforts of the two 
deputies to prevent him from doing himself 
harm. He then made a rush for the window 
and attempted to throw hfinself out, but was 
held and finally overpowered by the officers 
and securely handcuffed. 

It is said that Politz’ mindis giving way to 
the great strain that he has been under and 
that he is unable to control himself.

' SPRINGFIELD, ni., March 6.—The Republi- 
cans who are opposed to Streeter now find 
themselves in an unpleasant position.

J. Campbell, Dlinois mem- 
ber of the National Executive Committee,has

The Senatorial fight opened this morning 
with Streeter nearer the victory than he has 
ever been before. The master-stroke effected 
yesterday by ‘*Long’’ Jones, the Republican 
manager of the Streeter forces, in bringing 
the Republican State Central Committee to 
Springfield and securing its in- 
dorsement of Streeter’s candidacy, 
closing with a recommendation for 
Republicans to work together as a 
unit on the lines already adopted by the Re- 
publican steering committee, has practically 
assured the election of Streeter. Even Gen. 
Palmer acknowledges that yesterday’s fac- 
tion of the Republicans is the most threaten- 
ing move yet made in the bitter conflict and 
this morning his followers are deriving their 
chief consolation from the thaught that when 
the ship goes down it will be with colors fiy- 
ing and the 101 on dress parade. The greatest 
element of uncertainty now is 
the probable action of the five 
Oglesby Republicans, Evans, Crawford, 
Bacon, Hutchings and Chott, but the chances 
that they are already whipped into line now 
are extremely good,as the full pressure of 
the State Central Committee and the Steering 
Committee was brought to bear upon them 
this morning. It was urged that with 
Streeter’s candidacy indorsed by the State 
Central Committee and National Committee- 
man Campbell of Chicage, but State and 
national Republicanism might be said to de- 
mand that the Republicans should vote for 
Streeter to defeat Palmer. 

It was confidently expected this morning 
thatthe 145th ballot would show a gain of 
three votes for Streeter, carrying his total to 
101, and that the addition to the Streeter 
forces would consist of Messrs. Bacon, 
Hutchings and Chott, who were stated to 
have finally been swallowed up into the 
Streeter camp.

NORTH DAKOTA GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

BISMARCK, N. D., March 6.—In the drawing 
for the long and short term seats in the Sen- 
ate yesterday the Democrats were victorious.

CHARLESTON, W. Va., March 6.—After a 
fight extending over several days, and in- 
volving both branches of the Legislature, the 
Senate yesterday passed the World’s Fair 
appropriation bill, fixing the sum to be spent 
at Chicago in making a State exhibit at $40,- 
000, or double the sum spent at the Centen- 
nial in 1876. The House may increase the 
sum. Whatever figure is fixed upon it will 
be supplemented by at least $25,000 in private 
subscriptions. 

ARIZONA GENERAL ASSEMBLY.

RAPID RISE IN WHEAT. 


REJOICING AMONG THE BULLS OVER THE 
NEWS FROM EUROPE. 


The Bears Put to Rout and Bulls Triumph- 
ant—Reports of Failures of Crops From 
All Parts of the Continent—The Ameri- 
can Crops Unusually Large. 


The wheat market this morning opened ata 
comparatively low figure. 99c being quoted, 
but a rise soon took place, and before the 
close of the call May wheat sold at $1.00. 
The shorts who were caught in the 
advance have nearly all covered, and 
it was expected that a decline, 
although not a heavy one, would take place. 
The news from Europe, however, was of a 
nature to make the market very bullish, and 
this influence prevailed. According to re- 
ports received from England andthe Contin- 
ent the European wheat crop will be the 
shortest known for many years, and this 
shortage will be most severely felt in the 
sections where the best wheat is produced, 

EFFECTS OF COLD WEATHER. 

The effects of the inclement winter on the 
growing crops are just beginning to manifest 
themselves, and it is now known that the 
damage done by the cold weather of Decem- 
ber and January has been greatly underesti- 
mated. In France, in particular, the loss has 
been very heavy, and the most optimistic 
no longer look for anything more than 
athirdofacrop. The French wheat is about 
the best in Europe, being nearly equal in 
quality to high American grades, and the 
cutting off of this supply will have a marked 
influence in advancing the price of the 
American crop. The Spanish and Belgian 
crops are in even worse condition 
than those of France, while from the North- 
ern and Eastern wheat districts reports are 
received that the crop will be less than half 
the usual amount. In addition to this it is 
known that the stock both of wheat and 
four, especially of the former, have been 
very largely depleted, and that it will be 
necessary to replenish them in the spring, or 
early in the summer. 

RESERVES LOW. 

The English and French stocks! of wheat 
are very low, but it was expected that they 
could be replenished from Russia and India. 
The Indian crop is short, and will have little 
surplus for export, while the Russian crop 
has been so heavily drawn upon 
already that little is left for the 
future: Advices from Odessa state that the 
store in that port has been decreased over 
4,000,000 bushels and that the drain still con- 
tinues. Under these circumstances the only 
source of supply is the United States, 
and the news ofthe European shortage has 
given a very strong bull tone to the markets. 
Owing to the reports of the abundance 
and excellence of the cropsin this country, 
the general opinion was a short time ago that 
wheat would sellatavery low figure, and 
this belief accounts forthe heavy selling in- 
dulged in by speculators who kept themselves 
thoroughly posted on the condition of affairs. 

CAUSE OF THE ADVANCE. 

The news from Europe has entirely upset 
these calculations, and almost without ex- 
ception the bears have rushed to cover. That 
they have been ale to get out with so small a 
loss is a subject of congratulation among 
them. After the close of the 
call to-day the market continued to 
rise, amidst increasing excitement, and al- 
though it was evident that the short interest 
now out was small, the advance was rapid. 
May wheat sold at $1.02 and July wheat rose 
to ac. At the close the market was very much 
excited, and was stronger than at any pre- 
vious hour of the day.

WHAT TO DO WITH THE MONEY. 


What the States shall do with their sev- 
eral shares of the direct tax grab is a ques- 
tion producing some premature agitation. 
In order to postpone the bulk of the pay- 
ments to a time beyond HARRIsON’s Ad- 
ministration the Republicans inserted 3 
provision that the State legislatures, some 
of which will not meet again until 1892, 
‘shall authorize their Governors to adjust 
the aceounts of their States with the Fed- 
eral Government and give receipts in full 
for the balance due before any of the 
money is paid. 

In the meantime States represented by 
Democrats who cast 91 of the 101 votes 
against the bill, may contest its execution 


on the ground that Congress has no power 


to giveaway to the States money raised 
expressly for Federal purposes, and may 
thus keep the payments enjoined until a 
new Democratic Congress and President can 
repeal the act. If this Congress can make 
such a gift there is nothing to prevent 
future Congresses from giving to certain 
States, on precisely the same grounds, the 
hundreds of millons of income taxes, cot- 
ton taxes and other direct war taxes col- 
lected therein. 

When all delays are over and the money 
is paid, there will be enough foragers on 
hand in every State to dispose of it. Prece- 
dents for squandering it in a great variety 
of ways were established when the surplus 
was distributed among the States in 1837, 
some of them dividing it among their towns 
in proportion to population, or per capita 
among the people, as in Maine, where 
each inhabitant pocketed his share of the 
windfall and treated himself to an extra 
jug of rum. An equitable reimbursement 
of the original taxpayers would be im- 
practicable, and the attempt would only 


both the few who still live and the heirs of 
the great majority who are dead would be 
unable to produce the old tax receipts or 
other satisfactory proofs of the amounts 
paid. The taxpayers of Missouri will de- 
rive no benefit from it unless it is applied 
tothe reduction of their State debt and 
their relief from a proportional amount of 
taxation. 
A MENACING SITUATION. 

In addition to the reform principles in- 
volved in the Independent municipal 
ticket there is a particular reason why it 
should receive the support of the voters of 
St. Louis. 

The next Council will have to pass upon 
the appointments of the Mayor to some of 
the most important offices in the city gov- 
ernment, embracing the control of the 
Board of Public Improvements, the dis- 
tribution of a vast amount of patronage 
and the disbursing of enormous sums of 
money. It is highly probable that the 
Democratic party, having won at the last 
election and thus having control of the 
spgils, would win ina straight fight against 
the Republicans. The Mayor having the 
local Democratic organization well in 
hand can practically dictate the Council 
nominations, or at least secure the nom- 
ination of candidates not unfriendly to 
himself. The result, therefore, would be 
a Council with a majority willing to let the 
Mayor use his own pleasure in the ap- 
pointment of city officials. 

Conceding that the Mayor would use his 
best judgment in an honest endeavor to se- 
lect officials with a view to their fitness for 
the places this arrangement would defeat 
one of the essential functions of the Coun- 
cil, which is toactas a check upon the 
Executive. From the conduct of the 
Mayor in the past, howsver, he may cer- 
tainly be cxpested to make his appoint- 
ments chiefly from the standpoint of per- 
sonal desire and partisan advantage. With 
the Mayor and Council in harmonious ac- 
cord the city, would be at the mercy of the 
Democratic machine bosses. 

Asameans of avoiding a situation 80 
full of disastrous possibilities the Inde- 
pendent ticket should receive the vigorous 
support of honest citizens of both parties.

Nearly a Billion Appropriated.

It has been stated on the floor of the House 
of Representatives that the amount of money 
appropriated during the sessions of the Fifty - 
first Congress will be not less than $990,000,000 
—about $15 for every man, woman and child 
in the country; nearly $90 for each voter. 
This is $172,000,000 more than was appropri- 
ated by the Fiftieth Congress, and $244,000,000 
more than the sum total of appropriations by 
the Forty-ninth Congress.

EX-LABOR COMMISSIONER MERIWETHER 
AERAIGNS MISSOURI'S GOVERNOR. 


What the Chief Executive Had to Say 
About the Labor C issioner’s Ex- 
pose of the Mendota Mining Oo.’s 
Methods—Mr. Meriwether Explains the 
Real Reasons for His Removal. 


Over 200 persons, including several ladies, 
were assembled in Central Turner Hall last 
night at the mass meeting of trades and 
labor unions, which had deen 
called to protest against the re- 
moval of Labor Commissioner Mertwetber 
and to consider the weekly payment bill now 
pending before the State Legislature. The 
Audience was quite enthusiastic. Mr. Chas. 
Kaisel was made chairman and appointed 
Messrs. B. E. Bloom, A. G. Leitch, Charles 
Bechtold, J. P. Maulhardt and Harry Harper 
as a committee on resolutions. Mr. 
Steve Ryan was called upon and told 
what he claimed to know about 
Gov. Francis and the office of Labor Commis- 
sioner. Letters were then read from James 
G. Edwards of Bevier, Mo., Owen Miller of 
Jefferson City, and F. D. Jones of Bevier, 
Mo. Mr. Max Stoehr made an address, in 
which he complimented Mr. Meriwether 
in the strongest terms. B. E. 
Bloom, chairman of the Committee on 
resolution, presented a set asking that the 
weekly payment bill be passed. The reso- 
lutions complimented the young ex-Labor 
Commissioner and denounced the Governor 
for his cowardice in removing him.. After 
the reading of these resolutions Mr. Meri- 
wether was called upon for an address. He 
spoke as follows: 

MERIWETHER’S ADDRESS. 

MY FRIENDS AND FELLOW CITIZENS—The 
question for discussion to-nightis as old as 
hist ory ; as old as the hills themselves. Three 
thousand years ago the tyrants of the ancient 
world declared that workingmen had no 
souls, no rights that capital was bound to 
respect; and to-day, in Missouri, at the 
threshold of the twentieth century, there are 
men who look upon labor with the same con- 
tempt—corporations and capitalists which 
regard workingmen as mere machines to be 
whipped and driven, then thrown aside when 
no longer able to work. 

Every tyrant that ever lived assumed and 
‘proclaimed that their tyranny was for the 
benefit of the very men they oppress. The 
Czar believes that his despotic rule over 
Russia is (for Russia’s good. En- 
gland asserts that Irishmen in 
capable of self - government, that 
England's iron rule, England’s merciless 
evictions of Irish peasants, are all for the 
good of the people of Ireland; and to-day the 
corporations and capitalists of Missouri 
which rob and oppress their employes, which 
deny even the most modest demands for jus- 
tice, boldly and unblushingly assert that their 
oppression, their robbery, is for the benefit 
of the very men they rob and 
oppress. Not three weeks ago, George 
Sweeny, Superintendent of a wealthy Kan- 
sas City coal corporation, ex-Congressman 
Charles Morgan and other influential mine 
operators and capitalists, appeared before 
the Senate Committee on Labor to urge the 
defeat of the weekly pay bill. These gentle- 
men boldly de¢lared before the legislative 
committee that infrequent payment of wages 
was for the benefit of the miners themselves; 
that the miners did not know how to take 
care of their money, and therefore it 
was a kindness on the part of 
their employers to keep it for them, 
and see that it was spent at their employers’ 
store, not at saloons. Mr. Neale of the Crys- 
tal Glass Co. said that he did not pay his 700 
employes more frequently because they did 
not know how to usetheir money wisely— 
would get drunk and squander it. I replied 
to this argument before the committee. I 
said that if Sweeny and Morgan and the 
other lobbysts were right, the law ought at 
once to declare workingmen unfit to manage 
their own affairs; ought to make outa bill of 
sale and declare workingmen nominally, what 
in many cases they actually are, serfs and 
slaves. 

Workingmen of St. Louis, the rights, the 
liberties, the very Dread of 200,000 of your fel- 
low toilers are at stake. The lumbermen, 
the workers in quarries, the men who go 
deep down into the gloomy bowels of the 
earth for iron, lead, coal, all these cry out to 
you workingmen of the city: Remember 
your motto, a mottoworthy of the Golden 
Rule itself—‘An injury to one is the concern 
of all.. Their wrongs are your wrongs, 
their danger is your danger, theirfight is 
your fight; let the money and the millionaires 
at Jefferson City defeat us now and your turn 
will come next. 

I know it will be said—my enemies are say- 
ing it now—that my course is dictated by 
soreness at being ousted from office. 

What are the facts? I made no special ef- 
fort to secure the original appointment; I 
did not go to Jefferson City to ask for the 
office of Labor Commissioner until Gov. 
Francis telegraphed me to come. I was at 
the time in possession of a salary of $2,500; 
$500 a year more than the salary I re- 
ceived as Labor Oommissioner of Mis- 
souri. But knowing there was much 
work to be done in this State; knowing there 
were many wrongs to be exposed and 
righted, and believing that I might do some 
good, I resigned my $2,500 position, accepted 
the less lucrative one of Labor Commissioner 
and threw myself heart and soul into the 
work of uncovering the illegal, the cruel 
practices prevailing in many parts of the 
State. 

The very first place I investigated showed a 
condition of affairs so wickedly unjust, so 
impudently illegal that the public would 
hardly have believed it but for sworn am- 
davits and overwhelming testimony. I found 
the Mendota Mining Co. withholding working- 
men’s wages six or eight weeks—paying them 
in pasteboard checks not redeemable in 
money until 1899, or ten years after date. 
Formerly these checks were made due only a 
year after date. Some of the miners sa ved up 
this pasteboard money until the end of the 
year, then demanded the money in exchange. 
To avoid this the checks were made payable 
ten years after date. Of course, working- 
men cannot wait ten years for their wages; 
the result was the employes of the Mendota 
Oo. were compelled to trade at the s of 
theiremployer. They could not wait ten 
years to get their money, therefore had to 
use the checks. This practice enabled the 
Mendota Co. to charge what prices they 
pleased and rob the miners of à large per 
cent of their wages. 

This practice had been going on for years, 
yet the authorities even in the county where 
it existed were either ignorant of the facts, 
or if not ignorant, were indifferent. It was 
not until 1 furnished the sworn testimony, 
not until every paper took it up, and the State 
rang with the outrage, that the Prosecuting 
Attorney of Putnam County instituted crim- 
inal proceedings and compelled the Mendota 
Co. to abandon their illegal and infamous 
ten-year checks and pay thelr men in lawful 
money of the United States. : 

One of my predecessors in the Labor 
Bureau, in his report on the condition of the 
miners, states that he is only able to account 
for the discontent among them by the fact 
that different nationalities do not mix well 
and that miners are of 


are 


although then, as now, the pluck-me-store 
system prevailed—a system so odious, so 
grievious in its effects, that I am surprised 
its victims have borne it so. . 

When I returned to Jefferson after * 
work Gov. Francis spoke to me on the sub- 
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ject, saying there were some things it was 
not politic to stir up; that this matter was a 
dangerous thing to handle. My reply was the 
law of the land.

These are not the times for mere 
self-seekers, for men striving only for 
place and power. There are grave social 
problems to be solved;

the dawn of a better day is at hand. 
The rumblings of a great social revolution 
sound in the air. The days of oppression are 
numbered, the power of self-seeking poli- 
ticlans is passing away. Louder and louder 
grows the demand for true men, noble men 
to come to the front and lead on to the prom- 
ised land of freedom. The great heart of the 
people is stirred as it never was stirred be- 
fore. Capital is powerful; but united labor, 
armed with right, armed with justice, armed 
with truth, can meet and down its oppressors. 
The farmers are standing shoulder to shoulder 
with you in this fight against oppression, 
which robs them as well as you. Through the 
pluck-me system, when a farmer drives toa 
mining or lumber camp with his wagon of 
supplies he has but one customer. The hun- 
dreds of men in the camp have no money; 
they cannot buy, and so it is the farmer is 
forced to sell his produce for what the pluck- 
me-store is willing to pay. That the farmers 


introduced in the Legislature, and the

Letthe weekly pay bill become a law, and 
the miner, the saw mill employe, the quarry- 
men can, with their wages in honest money, 
go to stores where they can make the best 
bargains and be forever free from the infa- 
mous ‘‘pluck-me’’ system. The bill which I 
drafted to effect this reform was introduced 
dy Mr. Hiller,a farmer of Barton County, a 
man who knows what justice is—who dares 
to do right. This bill passed the House by an 
overwhelming vote; it may not pass the Sen- 
ate, forthe rations are unceasing and 
unsparing in their efforts. Butif perchance 
it should become a law they have at least the 
satisfaction of knowing they have struck 
down the man who exposed them, who 
drafted the bill and championed it single- 
handed in the face oftheir powerful lobby 
before the House and Senate Committee on 
Labor. 

Permit me here to say a word concerning 
my personal affairs. It is painful to do this; 
it should be unnecessary ; but I have been in- 
formed that Gov. Francis listened to the most 
infamous lies regarding a domestic trouble, 
and without giving me an inkling of his in- 
tention or an opportunity to defend myself, 
has the monstrous !njustice to permit—if 
indeed, he did not cause the impression to go 
forth, that these malicious, these infamous 


realize the hardship, the injustice of this, is {false reports are the cause of his official 


proved by the fact that the farmer House of 
Representatives, now at Jefferson City, 
passed, by an overwhelming vote, the bill se- 
curing weekly payment of wages. 

The Mendota Co. is but one of a class. In 
the forests of Wayne County I found a camp 
of 300 men who waded in cold streams after 
lumber, tramped through swamps, toiled in 
season and out of season, until their em- 
ployer counted his wealth by the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and boasted that he 
owned an entire railroad and 38,000 acres of 
land—all this while his employes, the men 
who produced that wealth, went months at a 
time without receiving a dollar. 

Ina bare, cheerless cabin, a cabin with 
cracks and holes that let in the biting De- 
cember wind, I stood over the bed where lay 
a poor laborer, wan, emaciated, racked with 
fever, yellow with malarial poison inhaled 
while working in those dark forests for H. N. 
Holliday. Holliday did not deny that wages 
were due this poor fellow; yet when the la- 
borer’s wife asked for a dollar to buy medi- 
cine, ſt was refused; she was given the choice 
of buying patent medicine at the company 
store or getting none at all. 

Is it too much, my friends, to say that life 
itself is at stake in this question? The negro 
slaves in the South, when sick, had the best 
care that money could buy. The lossof a 
black slave meant a loss of $1,000 to the South- 
ern master. What did the loss of that poor 
fellow in Wayne County mean to Holliday? 
Not one cent. A dog, a pig, were no less; he 
did not have evento bury him. Forty years 
ago the black slaves of the South had the best 
medicine money could buy; to-day, the white 
slaves of Missouri are forced to take patent 
medicine or none at all! 

I shall not go into the details of all the cases 
I have discovered. My first report contained 
them; the public press from one ena of the 
State to the other has already told the story. 
When I submitted my last report to Gov. 
Francis he objected to showing up these in- 
dustrial ulcers; they would give the State a 
bad name; would create the impression that 
we had not the proper laws, or that those we 
did have were not enforced. Such was the 
substance of the Governor’s words, and 
he caused the report to be modified. 
But I Knew, whether acknowledged or 
not, the evil existed and should be remedied. 
I drafted bills, which, from my study ofthe 
question, I thought would meet the case. 
These bills were introduced into the Legisla- 
ture and then the battle began. The capital- 
ists and corporations held meetings and sent 
out secret circular letters urging the concen- 
tration ofa strong lobby at Jefferson City to 
defeat the bills which, if enacted into laws, 
would take it out of their power to oppress 
and rob the r. 

After what I have seen during the present 
session at Jefferson City Iam surprised that 
labor has gained as much as it has. Every 
bill in the interest of capital has its paid at- 
torney to push it, to wire pull, to nurse the 
legislators, to threaten, to entreat, bribe, 
flatter—anything to succeed. And these at- 
torneys are the shrewdest, the sharpest, the 
keenest, that capitaland monopoly can buy. 
Where are the advocates to push the 
people's bills? Night after night I, as 
your Labor Commissioner, and as one deeply 
interested in removing industrial ulcers 
which my investigations unrovered, attended 
the meetings of the Senate and House Com- 
mitttees on Labor; and while the halls were 
thick with capitalists, with corporation at 
torneys, with lobbyists of every grade and 
kind, working to defeat the labor bills, I was 
the only one there toanswerthem and urge 
passage ofthe bills. Senator Jasper Burks, 
in denouncing the weekly pay bill in the Sen- 
ate yesterday, said that one of his constituent 
was worth all the dude labor commissioners 
that ever held office.’’ This is the same 
Burks who, when my report that children 9 
years old were working in the mines resulted 
in a bill prohibiting such practices, prohibit- 
ing the immuring of children of that tender 
age in dark holes in the ground, in poisonous 
tobacco factories—this is the same Burks 
who, when that bill came up, declared 
on the floor of the Senate that, so 
far from voting for sucha principle, he was 
in favor of compelling children to work, and 
would vote for a bill to put them in the mines, 
the quarry pits, the factories of the State. 
Burks is from a mining county; so, too, are 
the other principal enemies of the bill; thus 
affording another instance of the tight grip 
the pluck-me monopolists have on the ma- 
chine politics of their counties. After a cen- 
tury of child labor Massachusetts has learned 
the cruelty, the wickedness, the 
collossal folly of a system that saps 
the very foundations of a State’s 
mental and physical prosperity. The 
imprisonment of children of tender 
years in factories, where their little muscles 
were strained from sunrise to sunset, where 
their lungs were filled with foul air and the 
gases and fumes of manufacture, resulted in 
a depreciation of the State’s moral worth and 
manhood,and Massachusetts enacted laws

In the early days of this century a greater 
man than I, aman whose genius was as high 
above ordinary mortals like myself as the 
stars are above the earth, though born an 
aristocrat—this man had the grandeur of 
soul to despise despots and love freedom. In 
words that scorch, shrivel, burn, he hurled 
invectives, jibes, jeers at that man of 
crowned corruption, George IV. of England. 
All Torydom was aghast, for all Tory- 
dom was on its knees to its rot- 
ten King, beside the blackness of 
whose character poor Byron’s was almost 
white. Not one in all Torydom dared reply, 
lest the fiery flood of the poet’s scorn might 
be turned onthem. The poet’s wife deserted 
him and the cringing cowards saw the way to 
torture the soul of the genius. Seizing do- 
mestic trouble as a club, the base panderers, 
the pimps to a monarch’s licentiousness, im- 
mediately fell into a PecksnifMfian spasm of 
virtue and howled and hunted from English 
soil the man whose genius shed on his native 
country a glory only lessened by that of the 
immortal Shakspeare. 


The Pecksniffs of Missouri who kneel in 
homage to the money lords of Missouri have 
gone into a spasm of Pecksniman virtue over 
my domestic trouble and use it as a club to 
strike me down. Butthe great heart of the 
people are not in sympathy with this injus- 
tice. Every mall brings mea letter of sym- 
pathy, of confidence, of denunciation of the 
cowardly conduct of my assailant. 
And here in this city numbers 
of the highest ladies—God bless 
them!—have gone to my mother, or written 
assurance of confidence inthe honor of her 
son. While you—you—the working people 
who so generously, so warmly stand by my 
side, a band of brothers—but words are weak, 
words cannot express how your confidence 
and sympathy goes to my heart.

THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE AWAITING

THROUGH FREIGHT RATES. 


Jacksonville Southeastern Line 
Makes Them to the Seaboard. 


The Jacksonville Southeastern road, which 
has heretofore confined its freight business to 
local points in Illinois, is now out witha 
through tariff to the East. It is made in con- 
junction with the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe and the Philadelphia & Reading road.

CORONER LEVY OF NEW YORE AFTER 
VERY BIG GAME. 


Officers of the New York, New Haven 


& Harford Railroad Co. Held Re- 


sponsible for the Recent Tunnel 


Disaster. 


. NEw Tonk, March 6.—The following und- 
ings were yesterday made by the Ooroner’s 
jury which has been inquiring into the causes 
of the recent Park Avenue Tunnel disaster, 
which resulted in the death of six persons: 
First—That the preponderance of evidence shows 
that the signals were properly set at danger at the 
time the New York, New Haven 4 Hartford train, 
called 10 ., passed them on the morning of 
Feb. 20, and the jury believe that. owing to the 
density of the atmosphere in the tunnel, due to the 
presence of fog, smoke and steam, Engineer Fowler 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Co. did not clearly see the signals. It is further be- 
lieved by the jury that Engineer Fowler did not hear 


the gong, if it rang on the day, of the accident, when 


his train passed the danger light. 

Second—We find that the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Co. and its officersand directors 
are immediately responsible for the death of Helen 
T. Suppel and others, heretofore mentioned, because 
of the failure of Engineer Fewler to distinguish the 
danger signal at Seventy-second street, and thus 
causing the collision with the shop train; and we 
further find that the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Co. are immediately responsible for 
the death by suffocation and burning of John Murray 
and James B. Flynn, which was caused by the up- 
setting of the car stove in the Boston and Albany car, 
under the charge of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Co., and setting fire to the wreck 
by reason of the collision. 

Third—We would urge the Legislature to compel 
the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad Co. 
to make additional openings in the tunnel in order 
to provide for better ventilation and light in said 
tunnel, as upon examination we find that the present 
ventilation and light is inadequate; and we do 
further believe that the use of anthracite coal, when 
additional openings are made, will contribute to the 
safety of the traffic. We further believe that the 
present system of the use of one man in the signal 
cabsin the tunnel is insufficient for safety. and we 
earnestly recommend the employment of two at all 
times. We further recommend that each outgoing 
and incoming train, when passing through the tun- 
nel, be advised of the train immediately preceding 
it, andalso its reasonable headway; and we further 
recommend that a uniform rate of speed be adopted 
for all trains and engines passing through the tun- 
nel. 

The jury were unanimous. They had not 
been instructed as to how to make their 
charges against the railroad company, so 
they merely spoke of it as a corporation. 
When this section of their verdict was read 
Assistant Attorney Lynn wanted to know ex- 
actly what they meant; whether the jury 
proposed to hold the officers and directors— 
the real managers of the road—individually 
responsible, or the corporation as a body. If 
the jury meant the latter, the verdict would 
virtually mean nothing, as there are thou- 
sands of stockholders who make up the com- 
pany. Mr. Page explained that the jury 
meant to hold the officers and directors of the 
road responsible. Mr.Lynn then suggested 
that the verdict be amended to read: ‘‘The 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Co., its officers and directors,’’ and the 
jurors all agreed and signed the amended 
verdict. 

Coroner Levy will accordingly issue war- 
rants to-day for the officers and directors of 
the New Haven road. If he takes them all in 
they are, according to the report of the rail - 
road commissioners for 1890

Mr. Depew, one of the directors, was a wit - 
ness before the jury 

Coroner Levy does not anticipate that he 
will have any trouble in securing the attend- 
ance of the railway officials in this city. 
They will probably come on here readily for 
they have nothing to gain by resisting the 
coroner. Should they not come resort will be 
had to extradition proceedings. 

MAKING ARRESTS. 

Coroner Levy anticipates having no trouble 
with Gov. Bulkely of Connecticut. Chauncey 
M. Depewand Wm. Rockefeller will be ar- 
rested in the course of the day and brought to 
the Coroner’s office, where their bail will be 
fixed probably in $25,000. As fast as the ar- 
rests are made bail will be taken and the offi- 
cers allowed to depart. The District Attor- 
ney’s officers will be notified of the Coroner’s 
action. The Ooroner’s duty will cease with 
the making of the last arrest and the cases 
willthen come before the Grand-jury. In- 
spector Byrnes has been given the warrants 
to execute. 


A Day’s Mishaps. 


News from Atto, in the Emery Gulch, Utah, 
says that a frightful snow slide occurred there 
Wednesday. Nine men were caught in it. 
two lost their lives and two others were 
fatally injured. 

J. A. Eddelman, a head brakeman on the 
Iron Mountain road, was accidentally run 
over and killed instantly by a yard engine at 
Texarkana, Ark., yesterday. Eddelman was a 
resident of Little Rock. 

While John Barnes was examining a shot 
gun in the residence of a man named Kimes, 
at Pleasant Valley, lo., yesterday it was acei- 
dentally discharged and instantly killed 
Elton Stafford. 

Herman Damnann, while crossing the track 
at New Hanover, III., in a wagon, was struck 
by a passenger train on the M. & O. road. He 
was thrown a great distance and the wagon 
was completely wrecked. Damnann was not 
seriously hurt. 

The body of a shepherd named Glenmire 
was found onthe prairie near Ellis, Kan., 
yesterday half devoured by coyotes. The 
man had frozen to death in a blizzard.

KIPLING AT TWENTY-FIVE. 


Facts About the Young Man Who Is 
Writing Us Up.“ 
London Letter in the Boston Advertiser. 

By the time this letter appears in print, Mr. 
Kipling may have ceased to be only 24. He 
was born in the magnificent old rock city of 
Bombay, the second city inthe British Em- 
pire, on the 30th of December, 1865. He was 
sent home at an early age, and received 
his education at a famous school in England. 
In 188,2 at the age of 18, but probably already a 
matured man, he returned to India, 


and began his vivid, active life as 
a reporter and sub-editor onan India news- 

aper. What this life was we can gather 

2st by following the first person, the per- 
vading I'“ of his collected stories, in the 
Plain Tales from the Hills, in Soldiers 
Three’’ and in the volume of native stories 
called ‘‘In Black and White.’’ The omni- 
1 irrepressible, active reporter, who 

as always such infinite leisure for starvation 
or a story of universal sympathies, touching 
Indian life in every one of its complex varia- 
tions, now swelling it with his ‘‘lads and 
ladies,’’ as Mulvaney remarks, now the 
bosom crony of the same Mulvaney, but al- 
ways a gentleman, and entering into native 
character with a penetrative depth of weight 
such as no other European has attained to— 
this the actual Rud- 
— Those seven 


his work—it was then that his stories and the 
verses in the seven earlier volumes were 
written, for the most part, asa portion of his 
daily task work, and after their appearance 
in journalistic form were collected into quaint 
little Indian-printed books published by 
Thacker &Spink of Calcutta, which would 
fetch their weightin gold atthisday. They 
have gone, as Mr. Andrew Lang puts it, the 
way of most first editions; and this very fact 
shows that Kipling’s work, from the first, 
was keenly appreciated on his own ground. 

Never was there such an illustration of 
time and the man. India is a great conti- 
nent, with a population of five times that of 
the much boasted United States, of a hundred 
different languages and religions, witha his- 
tory which concentrates all the wild romance 
ofthe East. At least from the days of Virgil 
the name of India has been synonymous with 
romance, orif, as Mr. Kipling says, the his- 
tory of India only begins with the Company, 
it has anyhow, for 200 years, been the record- 
ed theater of such absolutely varied 
action as no other 
rival. And yet, but 
day that fine old ol. Meadows 
Taylor, whom I knew in my childhood, and of 
whom I may sometime have occasion to 
speak—the author of Tara, Seeta, 
Confessions of a Thug' and several other 
excellent novels—Col. Taylor remained the 
one literary outcome of two centuries of 
British rule in India. It was certainly not an 
adequate product, and one reason for this 
fact was that,as Mr. Kipling puts it, the 
Government of India acts on the beautiful 
principle of working all its servants 
to death and leaving no sur- 

lus’’ man around. Then, in 1882, appeared 

ir. Kipling, who was most fortunately 
a surplus man as far as other ofthe services 
was concerned. India had been waiting for 
him, through the dumb centuries. When I 
told him the other night that he had been 
able“ to do this and that great thing for 
India, never done before, No, he said, 
feeling that he was but the instrument. 
„Say, If you will, that I was allowed to do 
It. It was an easy task. Twas my place 
of banishment, he calls India in the bitter 
and beautiful ‘‘Envoi,’’ at the close of 
Soldiers Three, but he did his great work. 

In the summer of 1889, Mr. Kipling, aged 23 
and by achievement the greatest teller of 
stories alive, not less great certainly than 
such veterans as Bret Harte and Alphonse 
Daudet, but gi age! knowing little of all 
this himself, left his gorgeous ‘‘palace of 
banishment’’ to go home, via China 
Japan and America. He wrote constan 
letters back to India, describing his adven- 
tures and observations by the way. These 
letters will be collected, very shortly, intoa 
most fascinating volume. And about fifteen 
months ago he reached London, and soon 
after he began to flame across the entire lite- 
rary firmament. Heis keenly aware of the 
start which he has got over his contempo- 
raries, and he does not seem inclined to yield 
any portion of the start. He has — 
never worked so hard as during this last year 
of glory; he leads the life of an oyster, never 
seeing a stranger, and one of his friends re- 
lates that he makes nothing of working four- 
teen hoursa day. I have repeatedly heard 
him called the hardest man in London to 
meet, and, indeed, he is quite right to 
protect his seclusion. The brilliant story 
of The Light rhat Failed, now 
running in America, is but one of the recent 
results of his great labor. I ventured to ask 
Mr. Kipling a question that is doubtless in the 
hearts of 10,000, namely, whether he was en- 
gaged in fulfilling the half promise made to 
the reader in the last story of the Plain 
Tales, called Filed for Refefence.’’ No, 
he said, no, indeed; I should have to be in 
India to do that. But going back to India 
he soon is; he will some day take that weird 
and matchless plot of the flle and produce one 
of the novels of all time in tracing the fort- 
unes of the English scholar, gentleman born, 
lost in drunkenness, in Hinduism, and in the 
slums of that picturesque bazar. ' 

I ought to state that Mr. Kipling, who, it 18 
possible, has no better ground of information 
on this point than an outsider would have, 
says: Oh, he never said sucha thing he 
couldn't have, in reference to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s universally reported pronuncia- 
mento, to the effect that there are at this 
moment just four authors of any account in 
the English language—Tennyson, Ruskin, 
Kipling and Meredith. Oertain it is that Mr. 
Kipling, in common withevery old Indian, 
has such ascorn for Mr. Gladstone as to 
make him disposed to find little honor in any 
praise from him, 7

MAKE IT A MISDEMEANOR. 


The Devoy Justice of the Peace Bill Or- 
dered to Engrossment—Senator Miller’s 
Bill Providing for a Blind Asylum in 
St. Louis. 


JEFFERSON Orrr, Mo., March 6.—The Devoy 


bill governing Justices of the Peace was or- 
dered to engrossment in the Senate this 
morning. It cuts the number of justices in 
St. Louis down to nine and fixes a salary of 
$2,500 each a year. Jurisdiction to the amount 
of $500 is gtven them. The bill does not 
take éffect until the expiration of the terms of 
the present justices. Senator Espenschied, 
the principal supporter of the bill, offered an 
amendment that the justices should be 
learned in the law. Pollard objected to this, 
and if the amendment had been insisted upon 
the bill would have gone over till next week. 
To avold this the amendment was with- 
drawn. The bili will probably become a 


law. ‘ 

The Senate replaced in the appropriation 
bill an allowance of $4,000 a year for the In- 
surance Commissioner and also allowed the 
$350 a year cut out by the House for the Cir- 
cuit Attorney of St. Louis for representing 
the Attorney-General. 

Senator Miller, from the special committee 
appointed to examine the school for the blind 
at St. Louis, recommended that new quarters 
be secured, Subsequently he intro- 
bill authorizing the Gov- 
ernor to appoint a committee of 
five to sell the present site of the school, 
select new quarters and superintend the 
building of a new institution. 

The Senate Committee upon municipal cor- 
porations reported favorably Senator Espen- 
chied’s blil, requiring Police Commissioners 
to give policemen sixteen half holidays in 
each year. The bill now applies to St. Louis 
only. The same committee reported favora- 
bly Senator Cochran’s bill authorizing street 
railways to carry United States mail. 

The Senate at noon adjourned until 2 o’clock 
Monday. , 

THE HOUSE. 

The House refused to engross Martin’s bill 
locating houses of ill repute in a prescribed 
district. Parker and Church made short 
speeches against the “bill and it went out 
without a vote. Mr. Ernest of Camden 
County introduceda bill making it a misde- 
meanor to play base ballon Sunday or allow 
ball to be played on one’s ground. The pun- 
ishment is fixed at a minimum fine of $200 and 
thirty days in jail. 

Smith of Pike introduced a bill providing for 
the publicationin pamphlet form of 100,000 
coples of the general laws passed at each ses- 
sion. They are to be distributed by the Coun- 
ty Clerks. ‘ 

The House concurred in the Senate resolu- 
tion providing for a Legislative Committee to 
attend the Commercial Congress in Kansas 
City April 15. 

The House had up again this morning for 
engrossment the bill reducing the maximum 
passenger charges on main lines of railroads 
to 1% cents and on branch lines to 3 cents. 
Farris of Ray offered an amendment that the 
bill should not apply to railroads whose 
gross earnings do not exceed $3,000 per 
mile perannum. Mabrey offeredan amend- 
ment changing the amount to $1,000. This 
was voted down. Farris’ amendment was 
voted down by a vote of 56 to 53. 

The House adjourned wishout taking fur- 
ther action on the bill. It will be up again this 
afternoon.

COUNTERFEITING COINS. 


Why Silver Dollars Are Not Often Imi 
tated. 


„The article that appeared in the Post- 
DIsPaTCH in reference to the coun- 
terfeiting of silver dollars,’’ said John B. 
Holmes of Denver, who is at the Lindell, 
‘‘contains, to those who understand the 
question, a peculiar comment upon our laws 
in reference to money. The United States 1s, 
so far as I know and I have studied the mat 
ter with a good deal of care—the only civil- 
ized country in which coin may be counter- 
feited and the person on whom the counter- 
feit is passed receive full value. I do 
not know what the facts are in the 
case that came up here, but there 
is no question that a man, if not interfered 
with by the law, would make an immense 
fortune by coining silver dollars weichisig 
412le grains and similar in every respect to 
those issued by the Government. The re- 
ceiver would get full value as far as the metal 
was concerned, the only difference being that 
the genuine dollar would be stamped in one 
place, and the counterfeit in another. There 
has not been for the last thirty years such a 
premium offered for counterfeiting. About 
1840 the Austrian Government had great 
trouble in putting down a gang of counter- 
feiters, who sent out gold pieces’ con- 
taining just as much metal as 
those coming from the mint, and 
identical with them in every respect, but this 
I think was the last instance of the kind that 
ever occurred. Thereis only one safeguard 
thatthe United States has against counter- 
feiting silver dollars, and that is the expen- 
sive machinery necessary to strike the coins. 
All United States coins are minted cold, that 
is they are cut and stamped from a solid bar 
of metal, The workmanship is not particu- 
larly fine, and there are no lines or letters 
that cannot be exactly duplicated by an ordi- 
nary workman, while a perfect mold can be 
made from which other coins can be cast. 
The difficulty in this is that the silver if 
poured hot into a mold will shrink 
andthe coins will be smaller than those 
stamped at the mint. Enlarging the mold will 
not answer, because molten metal under all 
conditions does not shrink equally, but some 
coins would be larger and some smaller. To 
stamp a silver dollar from a cold bar requires 
heavy machiney, and the difficulty of obtain- 
ing and operating it without detection is the 
only safeguard against wholesale counter- 
feiting, for the profit on full-weight dollars 
would be, afterall expenses are paid, about 
20 per cent.’’

ARIZONA COPPER. 


Situation of the Territory in Regard to 
Copper Mines. 


Charles Clayton of Tucson, Ariz., whois 
stopping at the Southern, said in reference to 
the copper mines of that territory: ‘‘We do 
not attach much value to our copper prop- 
erties at present, simply because they are so 
numerous and so fine. It is not generally 
known, but it is nevertheless a fact, that the 
Arizona mines really broke up the great 
French copper syndicate. There are mines 
all over the territory that havea practically 
unlimited quantity of ore, and it is more 
easily worked than any other ore in the 
world, but owingtothe high price of lapor 
and the scarcity of fuel the cost of produc- 
tion slightly exceeds the price obtainable. 
When the French Syndicate began 
putting up prices scores of new mines were 
opened and those in operation reaped a rich 
harvest. The manager of the syndicate saw 
the danger that threatened them and set out 
to buy up our mines, but they quickly found 
that as soon as one was sold another equally 
good would be opened, and they had to stop. 
If it had not been forthe almost unlimited 
amount of Arizona ore available, itis more 
than likely that the syndicate would have 
succeeded in its aims. The result is that the 
territory is dotted over with mines that are 
now idle, but which can be reopened as soon 
asaslight advance in the price of copper 
occurs. Thus the prospects are that the 
price will be kept down for a long time to 
come.

OUT ON sT. PATRICK’S DAY. 


Col. Comfort Undecided as to What Action 

to Take in the Matter—Most of the Offi- 

‘ cers in Favor of It—Activity of the A. 
O. H. 


Daniel O'Connell Tracy seems determined 
that the St. Patrick’s Day parade shall bea 
big success. He is stirring up all the socie- 
ties in the I. C. P. U., and the individual 
members of these societies as well, and there 
was areportat the Armory last night that 
he was trying to get the militia to turn out. 
Some years ago it was customary with sev- 
eral companies of militia to join inthe pa- 
rade in honor of the great Irish saint, but 
some of the Protestant members objected, 
and finally the custom was givenup, and 
since then the State militia has taken no part 
in any St. Patrick’s Day demonstration. 

Col. Comfort was seen by a reporter in re- 
gard to the matter this morning, but he said 
that he had not received any communication 
from Mr. Tracy asking him to call out the 
First Regiment, National Guard, on St. 
Patrick’s Day, and he added that if he should 
receive such a request, he did not know what 
action he would take in the matter. 

Adjutant Batdorf was then seen, and he 
stated that he had this morning received the 
following letter from Mr. Tracy: 

Sr. Louis, March 5, 1891. 
Adjutant Batdorf: 

DEAR S1tr—Desiring to make the parade which will 
be given March 17 in honor of St. Patrick as great a 
success as possible we especially desire the presence 
of the local militiainit. Kindly take action in this 
matter as soon as possible. as we desire to give the 
regiment a good place inthe procession. Very truly

Adjt. Batdorf has forwarded the communi- 
cation by mail, with his approval, to Col. 
Comfort, who will probably receive it to- 
night and answer it by next Monday. 

IN FAVOR OF IT. 

Of course,’’ said Adjt. Batdorf, I do not 
know what Col. Comfort will do concerning 
this request, but for my own part lam per- 
fectly willing that the regiment should be or- 
dered out. This will bethe firsttime the 
regiment has ever appeared in a St. Patrick’s 
parade, and I cannot see what objections 
the non-Catholics should have to turning out, 
It is high time they appeared in a parade oc- 
casionally, and St. Patrick's day parade is as 
good as any other.

What They Have to Say About the Sen- 
ate’s Action— B. F. L Meeting—The

The city officials who have been taking an 
active interest in the underground wire bill 
are very much disappointed at the way in 
which the bill has fared at Jefferson City. It 
was tabled in the Senate yesterday, and the 

probabilities are that it willnot again be 
taken up. City Counseler Bell, who represent- 
edthe city before the committee, said this 
morning: I do not see why they did not pass 
” that bill. All the members from St. Louis 
Were in favor of i, and it dia 
not. In’ any way interest any others. 
The country members would not have heen 
interfered with ifthe bill had been passed. 
I cannot understand why they acted as they 
did. * 

President Burnet of the Board said: ‘‘Iam 
very sorry to see that bill go by the board as 
I was hoping that we were in sight of a solu- 
tion for our wire difficulties, but now I sup- 
pose we will have to scratch along as best we 
can. 

The defeat ofthe Stone underground wire 
bill leaves the city just where it has been for 
so many years. It cannot put the wires un- 
derground without the State’s sanction aad 

must permit all applicants to put wires up on 
the poles inthe streets wherever they need 
them.

B. P. I. Meeting. 


The Board of Public Improvements held a 
regular meeting this morning at 11 o’clock. 
A large number of improvement bills were 
hurried along and a number of petitions for 
new work submitted. The Street Commis- 
sioner submitted the following ordinances: 
To establish and open McPherson avenue 
from Union avenue eastwardly to its junc- 
tion with McPherson avenue, as now laid out 
between Taylor avenue and Euclid avenue; 
to establish and open Westminster place from 
Union avenue eastwardly to its junc- 
tion with Westminster place, as 
laid out in Fullerton’s subdivision. 
An ordinance to repeal ordinance No. 15949, 
entitled An ordinance authorizing the re- 
construction of the roadway pavement of the 
north approach of the Eighteenth Street 
Bridge.’’ 

An ordinance authorizing the extension and 
reconstruction of the Duncan Avenue Bridge 
across the tracks of the Wabash Railway Co. 

The Board approved the ordinance pending 
for the building of a bridge over Duncan ave- 
nue, where the Wabash road crosses that 
roadway and enters Forest Park. The 
original plans, which only contemplated the 
repairing and removal of the eastern portion 
of the structure at a cost of about $10,000. was 
changed by Commissioner Murphy for the 
purpose of giving more headway to the 
Wabash trains, the road agreeing to con- 
tribute $7,500 to the cost ot the structure as 
now proposed, which will be $17,500. This 
will carry the bridge into Forest Park. By 
the passage of the ordinance to repeal the 
provision forthe northern terminus of the 
Eighteenth Street Bridge, additional funds 
are secured for the Duncan avenue work. 


To Discuss the Pontoon Bride Bill. 

The committee of the Coun il on Public Im- 
provements will meet this afternoon to dis- 
cuss the pontoon bridge, and Mr. Bell has 
given an opinion that the bill now inthe 
hands of the committee was introduced in 
violation of parliamentary laws, being the 
same as one previously defeated this session. 
The committee will discuss the question, 
however, and decide whether the bill will be 
thrown out altogether, or simply allowed to 
die with the session.

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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


How the Law Recently Passed by Con- 
„ gress Will Operate. 

he question of international copyright, 
as far as this country is concerned, has been 
settled ina manner that gives as nearly en- 
tire satisfaction as any such measure could, 
| Said Charles L. Goodrich of Washington, D. 
C., who isat the Southern. ‘‘The American 
authors, the English authors and the Ameri- 
can publishers are satisfied with the plan 
outlined, and the only people whoare in- 
clined to make trouble are the English pub - 
lishers. Of course, the law is practically in- 
complete without the co- operation ofthe Eng- 
lish Parliament, because as matters now 
stand the American author is not protected 
in England whilethe English author is pro- 
tected in this country, but there 
is no doubt whatever that a sim- 
lar act will be passed dy the 
English Parliament. The English have criti- 
cised us severely because of our failure to 
pass a law protecting the copyrights of 
English authors, but the fact of the matter is 
that a law would have been passed long ago 
had it not been for the attitude of the British 
publishers, who are really responsible for the 
delay. They had no wish to protect the 
authors, but were simply anxious to increase 
their own profits. Their ground has always 
been that as soon as acopyright was pur- 
chased, it ought to be the property of the 
publisher, not only in England, but in this 
country also. The English authors have 
been as much opposed to this as the American 
publishers, but have been prevented from 
advocating their claims for fear of offending 
the publishers upon whom they are depend- 
ent. The plan that has always been favored 
in this country is to allow the English author 
to sell his copyright in this country, but not 
to allow the English publisher to have a mon · 
opoly. Our publishers have never tried to 
keep the copyright in their own hands, but 
have been entirely willing to allow the 
authors to make such arrangements as they 
pleased in England. By the termsof the bill 
passed an English author can secure a copy- 
right in this country, but the English pub- 
lisher cannot. If a book is published in 
England before a copyright is secured 
in this country anyone can republish the 
book, but if the publication in this country 
precedes or is coincident with its issue 
abroad, the foreign author will stand on the 
same footing as thenative. It can thus be 
seen that the law as it stands, is distinctly 
favorable toauthors. A result of this will be 
that English books will be set up and printed 
in this country and the plates sent across the 
ocean, instead of having the plates sent here. 
This will be advantageous to our printers and 
typesetters. Nocomplaint will be made by 
anyone, except the English authors, con- 
cerning the provisions of the law.’’

GOVERNMENT STOCK FARMS. 


Inauguration of a System to Breed Horses 
for Army Use. 


This morning Capt. J. B. Smith passed 
through this city on his way to Washington. 
„1 have for years been greatly inter- 
ested in the subject of Government 
stud farms, said Capt. smith, and 
am glad to see that at length a move 
has been made looking to the establish- 
ment of such an institution. No country in 
the world possesses such facilities for breed - 
ing horses for the military service, and yet 
no country has so neglected this branch of 
army equipment. The German, Aus- 
trian, Russian and French stock 
farms are famous, and the saving in 
expense over the method of buying such ani- 
mals as are needed in open market is very 
large, nottospeak of the improvement in 
the standard of horses required for military 
service. Here it is getting harder and harder 
every year to secure proper cavalry horses. 
The price has risen to $140a head, a high 
figure when the size of the contracts is con - 
sidered, and the horses are not as good for 
the purpose as they were when smaller prices 
ruled. The War Department has at last de- 
cided to start a breeding establishment and 
to set about raising itsown horses. A num- 
ber of fine animals have been purchased in 
this country, and the famous stallion, 
Star of Nepaul has just been bought 
in England. The n deen selected 
with a special view to furnishing horses for 
the cavalry service, those suitable for 
artillery and quarte stérs’ use will soon 
be added. How many farms will be estab- 
lished is not yet decided upon, but one cer- 
tainly ill be located at Fort Riley, Kan., as 
that is the largest cavalry post in the 
country, feed is cheap and pasturage fine. 
Another will probably be located on the high 
plains near the Rocky Mountains. Such 
animals as are not suited for the service can 
be sold. The effects of the new departure 
will not be felt for half a dozen years at least, 
but when the plan is in full operation, the 
annual saving will amount to hundreds of 
thousands of dellars.

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THE NATIONAL LEAGUE TO LOSE ONE OF 
ITS STRONGEST CLUBS. . 


Meaning of Recent League Legisiation— 
Late Developments in Baldwin’s Case— 
The Breeders Revolt Against 
John H. Wallace—Sporting News. 


NRW Tonk, March 6.—The National League 
isin a bad strait. It has precipitated a fight 
with the American Association and the pres. 
ent indications are that by so doing it has 
hastened its own destruction. The League 
has had nothing but trouble and wrangling 
since it went in session in New York this 
week, and now a movement is on 
foot which if carried out is almost certain to 
result in the demolition of this, the oldest 
base ball organization in the world, Thein- 
ternal dissensions in that body have 
been so great that it is stated 
that some of the clubs now members 
ol it are ready jump to the American As- 
sociation and Such a move at this time could 
scarcely fail to wreck the League, That 
the League fears that some of its 
clubs will jump is clearly shown by 
the legislation passed by that body at 
its session here. They adopted two 
different forms of contract, and in 
both forms were incorporated im- 
portant amendments intended to 
make the contracts conform to the 
national agreement, and have beenso drawn 
that they will not standin law when with- 
drawn from the protection of that instru- 
ment. 

THE LEAGUE ALARMED, 

Such amenaments in the contracts could 
only have been made for one 
purpose and that is to prevent any of the 
present League clubs jumping that body and 
joining the American Association. With the 
contracts good only while clubs are 
members of the national agreement, 
any club which attempted to desert the 
League and jointhe Association would lose 
all its players, andthe other League teams 
would be given an opportunity to jump 
in and sign the men before they 
could be re-signed by the deserting club. 
This action on the part of the League shows 
that there are fears entertained that some of 
the clubs intend to desert the body. 

Some time ago it was stated that the 
Brooklyn management had been approached 
by Al Johnson,» who endeavored to induce 
them to join the Association. They refused, 
however, to desert the League. Previous to 
that, Mr. Byrne, the president of the 
club, had came a Out flat 
against the declaration of President Al 
Spalding of the Chicago National League 
team, that all players who signed with the 
Association would be disqualified forever 
from playing ball, as the Association was no 
longer a member of the national agreement, 

BROOKLYN’S STAND. 

Mr. Byrne said it would be outrageous to 
blacklist and disqualify men who had been 
guilty of no criminal or disreputable act. The 
League could not employ all the ball 
players and the surplus had to seek 
employment somewhere. It was the 
profession of these men to play ball 
and the National League had no power or 
right to disqualify or blacklist them for fol- 
lowing their profession, thereby placing the 
men on a par with Hall, Craver and Devlin, 
who had been guilty of dishonesty by selling 
games. As long as the Brooklyn club had 
avoteto cast Mr. Byrne said it would go 
against such an act, though it 
should be the only vote in one thousand to 
oppose the proposition. Mr. Byrne has also 
come out very plainly against the methods 
employed by the League in signing 
players who have already contracted with the 
American Association, and it isknown that 
at this week’s meeting of the League he ex- 
pressed openly against such work and had a 
tilt with J. Palmer O'Neill of the Pitts- 
burg Club, who has been carrying on 
this style of warfare. They became so heated 
in their arguments thatit is believed that 
Mr. Byrne either gave the League people to 
understand openly that he intended to 
desert or else his action made 
them fear he would do so, and this was what 
led them to change the form of contract so 
that any club by leaving the organization 
would be forced tothrow its players on the 
market. 

THE LEAGUE’S PERILOUS POSITION. 

If Brooklyn jumps the League it will about 
break that organization, as they now have 
but really seven members, Brush havinga 
franchise for Cincinnati but no play- 
ers. The Brooklyn team is un- 
doubtedly the club that the League 
legislation concerning players’ contracts is 
aimed at, and people who ought to know, say 
that the League fears are well-grounded, 
When the compromise with the Play- 
ers’ League was. effected, the Brooklyn 
management was badly treated, and they 
have been smarting under it ever since. It 
is almost certain thatthe club is making ar- 
rangements to jump the League, and all its 
players will probably go with it, for the 
management will be shrewd enough to 
make personal contracts withthem. Besides 
the men are all very much attached to Mr. 
Byrne and would rather play with him than 
with anybody else. Brooklyn made more 
money in the Association than it ever 
did in the League, and it would be 
benefitted by the change, while the League 
can hardly stand the blow. New York and 
Pittsburg arealready very weak and held up 
by Spalding, Reach and others and Cleveland 
is a poor town, so thatif Brooklyn leaves 
them Chicago, Boston and .Philadelphia will 
be the only profitable points left them. The 
players who jumped Association contracts to 
join the League will also be in a bad box. 

THE LEAGUE’S PERFIDY. 


Much nas been said and written of late re- 
garding A. G. Spalding’s undying loyalty to 
the national game, says the Philadeiphia 
Times. Allthis may have been deserved and 
undoubtedly it was, but eventsthat have 
transpired recently tend rather to tarnish 
than to add new lustertothis good opinion, 
He at once put himself at the head of a wreck- 
ing combination whose avowed purposes were 
that of soliciting players, already under con- 
tract, to jump, or, in other words, to become 
contract-breakers, a set of which such hard 
things were said only twelve short months 
ago by the selfsame parties who are now 
using every effort that lies in their power to 
bring about such a state of affairs. It is use- 
less for them to set up as an argument that 
as the Association is no longer under the 
national agreement they are at liberty tosign 
any of the players, for such arguments 
show the weakness of their position and does 
notin any way extenuate their Offense.

THE LEAGUE WANTS TO COMPROMISE. 

At its meeting in New York yesterday the 
National League concluded its labors and ad- 
journed subjectito the call of the chair.They 
adopted a sehedule, the season opening April 
22 and closing October 3. The Eastern clubs 
ares at home on Decoration Day and the 
Western clubs on the Fourth of July and 
Labor Day. It was decided to give 50 per 
cent of the gate receipts to the home clnb, 40 
percent to the visiting club and place the 
remaining 10 per cent in the contingency 
fund of the League. Cincinnati was included 
in the schedule, and Messrs. Abell, O'Neill 
and Robinson were made a committee to ar- 
range for placing a team in that city. It is 
said that John T. Brush will place a club 
there, and that the League will back him up. 
These were the proceedings of the League as 
given to the press. The League did more, 
however. Its members quietly determined 
among themselves that they were not 
prepared to fight the Association, and 
that if they entered [into any contest 
with that body they would come out second 
best, so they determined to make their peace 
with the Association. It was decided to do it 
in a dignified way, however, for the League 
is nothing if not dignified. Telegrams were 
sent to Association magnates yesterday ask 
ing for a conference, but the Association peo- 
ple, particularly Prince, Wagner and John- 
son,who have had previous dealings with the 
League, are strongly opposed to a confer- 
ence. They say they: know it 
win only result in the League 
being guilty of more perfdy, and 
doing them further injury, so they wish to 
give that body a wide berth. Besides the 
League magnates want the Association peo- 
ple to go to their cities to see them, and if 
this is done and no compromise is affected at 
League terms it will undoubtedly be given 
out to the world by the League that the Asso- 
clation has weakened and want to make 
terms, but that the powerful League has re- 
fused to listen to them. 

THE BALDWIN CASE. 

Ohief of Detectives Desmond yesterday aft - 
ernoon arrested Pitcher Mark Baldwin of the 
Pittsburg club under the warrant issued 
against the latter charging him with conspir- 
ing with J. Palmer O'Neill and Ned Hanlon of 
the Pittsburg National League Team to have 
Charley King of the St. Louis Club break his 
contract with the latterteam. Baldwin was 
playing billiards atthe Laclede Hotel when 
arrested. After being in jail a short 
time he furnished bond in the sum of $500 with 
Attorney Charles F. Joy as surety. The 
twirler wasvery angry over his arrest and 
threatens to sue President Von der Ahe for 
damages for securing the warrant against 
him. Baldwin says he came here to sign Jack 
O’Oonnor and that he has accomplished his 
mission. He never attempted tosign King, 
he claims, and denies that he haseven seen 
the St. Louis pitcheror had anybody else 
see him .or that he has made him 
an Offer of any kind. Mr. Von der Ahe claims 
to be able to prove otherwise, and says that 
Baldwin will find that he has got himself into 
a pretty bad mess. The punishment for 
conspiracy is two to ten years in the Peniten- 
tlary, so that if the case against Baldwin can 
be made to stick the Pittsburg pitcher is apt 
to have trouble. 


THE TURF. 


New Yor«, March 6.—For the past two days 
the breeders of trotting stock who are attend- 
ing the sales here have been considering 
ways and means for forming an organization 
that can satisfactorily look after the interests 
of breeding throughout the country. The im- 
mediate cause for the movement is found in 
what may be called a general revolt against 
the official who acts as registrar for the Na 
tional Association of Trotting Horse Breed- 
ers. This is John H. Wallace, who hasan 
office in the Stewart building, where he keeps 
about a dozen assistants busy in the work of 
registering stock eligible for what is called 
the ‘‘standard.’’ For about fifteen years 
this business has been conducted and under 
the patronage of the National Association it 
has been a very profitable one. 

The eighth volume of the American Trotting 
Registrar made the total number of animals 
recorded at nearly forty thousand, and there 
-have been some eight thousand since not yet 
in print. The fees from this source are large, 
and an idea of the value ofthe business may 
be had from the fact that the net profits of 
the concern last year were $30,000, of which 
the old man’s nephew, Robert, got away with 
$12,000, and finally landed in the State prison. 
This reduced the dividend to 18 per cent in- 
stead of 30. 

It is not because the registration has grown 
so profitable that the breeders object, but be- 
cause they have been subjected, they say, to 
all sorts of unpleasantness from Mr. Wallace 
until they could stand it no longer. The meet 
ings of this week are the outcome of agitation 
that has been increasing for years and took 
shape early this season. Several representa- 
tive breeders met at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
on Wednesday evening and discussed the sit- 
uation informally. Then they decided to call 
on the National Breeders’ Association instead 
ofcutting adrift.and forming a new body. 
The response was prompt, and about fifty 
horsemen from all parts of the country met at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel last evening. 

Dr. J. W. Day, President of the New York 
State Breeders’ Association, p a motion 
requesting the Executive Committee of the 
National Association to call a convention. 
Mr. J. Maicohm Forbes of Boston seconded 
this, and after a good many more suggestions 
the method of representation was agreed up- 
on. There are some twenty-five State as- 
sociations, and each will be asked to send 
two delegates. Wherethere is no organiza- 
tion the breeders of that State will be asked 
to get together and select the delegates, and 
where the association is not active the Presi- 
dent is to be approached and requested to 
revive it for this purpose. David Bonner 
thought the convention should beheld at 
Chicago, and Mr. Broadhead heartily in- 
dorsed this, saying that it would do much to 
promote good feeling. This was carried, and 
the date fixed for April 22, which falls on 
Wednesday.

NEWS OF THE CHURCHES, 


THE CELEBRATIONS OF THE CENTENARY 
OF JOUN WESLEY’S DEATH. 


A New Christian Church to Be Built—Song 
Services at the Church of the Messiah 
and Christ Church Cathedral—Religious 
Notes. 


Last Monday was the anniversary ofthe 
death of John Wesley, the father of Method- 
ism. The day was appropriately observed in 
several of the churches, but more extensive 
preparations are being made to celébrate the 
day Sunday. Several ministers will preach 
upon Wesley’s life, character and lovable- 
ness in the morning, and the Sunday-school 
superintendents have been requested 
to announce that one more year has passed 
since Wesley was no more of this earth. 
Wesley died March 2, 1791, just two centuries 
ago, and since that time the sect which he 
founded has grown wonderfully in numbers 
and influence. This being the centenary ob- 
servance of his death it is an especially 
notable one. Several of the churches will be 
appropriately decorated for the occasion. 


How Gitchell’s Game Failed.
